Topeka,  Dec.  23.— A  right  beautiful 
morning  dawns  upon  the  capital  city  of 
Kansas  where  the  funeral  obsequies  of 
the  late  Senator  Plumb  are  soon  to  be 
celebrated  with  all  the  pomp  and  grand- 
uer,  military  and  civil,  that  the  great 
state  of  Kansas  can  command.  The 
city  is  draped  in  mourning,  while  Kan- 
sas avenue,  one  of  the  broadest  and 
finest  thoroughfares  in  the  United  States, 

is  a  dense  mass  of  funeral  emblems.  All 
night  long  special  trains  have  been  ar- 
riving in  town  with  thousands  of  visitors 
while  every  thoroughfare  leading  to  the 
city  is  now,  and  has  been  since  daylight, 
a  solid  moving  procession  of  vehicles  of 
every  description.  The  streets  and  pub- 
lic squares  of  the  city  along  which  the 
funeral  cor\ege  is  to  move  are 
with  people  eager  to  pay  their 
ute  to  the  illustrious  dead. 

The  funeral  train  arrived  at 
this  morning  and  the  remains 
corted  from  the  depot  to  the  capitol  with 
all  proper  ceremony.  In  the  procession 
were  commanding  members  of  the 
Eleventh  Kansas,  Col.  Plumb's  regiment, 
a  squad  of  policemen,  the  sergeant-at- 
arms  of  the  United  States  senate,  sena- 
tors and  members  of  congress  and  rela- 
tives of  the  dead  senator,  several  Grand 
Army  posts,  the  governor  of  Kansas, 
judges  and  commissioners  of  the  su- 
preme court,  members  of  the  state  sen- 
ate, city  officials,  members  of  the  board 
of  education  and  other  organizations. 

The  public  schools  today  were  ad- 
journed immediately  after  the  opening 
exercises  out  of  respect  to  the  memory 
Senator  Plumb.  The  President's  desk 
in  the  state  senate  chamber  where  the 
remains  are  lying  in  state  is  the  apex  of 
a  vast  pyramid  gf  tropical  plants,  nowers 
and  ferns.  A  large  flag  is  stretched  be- 
tween the  pillars  ot  the  gallery  above  the 
speaker's  chair  with  its  glorious  folds 
subdued  by  abundant  trimmings  of  black 
crape.  On  either  side  of  the  cata- 
falque and  a  large  group  of  palms  and 
ferns  tastefully  arranged.  The  door  of 
every  room  in  the  state  house  bears  a 
bunch  of  black  crape.  The  President's 
clock,  almost  covered  with  mourning,  is 
still,  and  points  to  the  hour — 11:50 — when 
Senator  Plumb  died.  The  large  pillars 
at  the  east  entrance  are  wound  with 
black  draperies  clear  to  the  top. 

The  remains  will  be  taken  from  here 
to  Emporia,  the  homeof  Senator  Plumb's 
family,  tor  burial.

Illinois  Towns  Excited  Over  a  Triple 
Crime. 

Aurora,  111.,  Dec.  23.— If  the  excited 
farmers  of  Oswego  had  captured  George 
Moars  Monday  night  after  he  had  wan- 
tonly tried  to  murder  the  entire  Worm- 
ley  family,  he  would  never  have  reached 
Aurora  to  give  himself  up.  They  would 
have  hanged  him  to  the  nearest  tree. 
The  affair  happened  at  5  o'clock  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  from  the  village,  where 
the  news  soon  spread  in  an  exaggerated 
form.  It  happened  that  the  Kendall 
county  farmers  alliance  was  holding  a 
meeting  there  for  the  purpose  of  organ- 
izing a  creamery  company.  The  report 
that  Mears  had  murdered  Mrs.  Worm- 
ley  and  her  two  sons  created  intense  ex- 
citement. 

It  did  not  take  the  farmers  long  to  act. 
Procuring  a  rope  from  the  near- 
est store  they  commenced  a  hunt 
for  the  murderer.  Meanwhile,  Mears 
strolled  through  the  neighboring  village 
of  Montgomery,  joked  with  acquaint- 
ances and  informed  them  that  he  had 
been  shooting  sparrows,  and  finally  gave 
himself  up  in  Aurora.  Sheriff  Skinner, 
of  Kendall  county,  did  not  dare  take  the 
prisoner  to  the  county  jail  until  last 
night  owing  to  the  intense  feeling  in  Os- 
wego. The  murder  was  a  peculiarly 
atrocious  one.  Mears  deliberately  planned 
to  kill  his  wife  and  the  entire  family 
with  which  she  was  stopping,  and  then 
shoot  himself.  After  he  had  killed,  as 
he  supposed,  three,  he  coolly  seated  him- 
self on  the  wood  pile  and  reloaded  his 
revolver  for  the  rest.  The  fact  that  he 
lost  a  piece  of  the  weapon  in  the  wood 
forced  him  to  change  his  plans.  Harry 
Wormley,  who  was  shot  in  the  groin,  will 
die. 

Another  Lie  Nailed. 
Toledo,  Dec.  23.— A  dispatch  sent 
out  from  Detroit  recently  stated  that  the 
Toledo,  St.  Louis  &  Kansas  City  would 
construct  a  line  from  Toledo  to  Detroit, 
making  the  latter  its  eastern  terminus. 
President  Callawa,  of  that  road,  says 
there  is  not  a  word  of  truth  in  the  report, 
and  that  the  company  has  no  such  in- 
tention.

A  Desperado  Arrested  and  His  Friends 
Are  on  the  War  Path. 
Bristol,  Tenn.,  Dec.  23.— Sherifif  Wil- 
son Holbrook,  with  three  deputies  from 
Wise  county,  Virginia,  and  three  from 
Kn&tt  county,  Kentucky,  arrived  here 
yesterday,  having  in  charge  Hall,  the 
noted  desperado.  They  came  direct 
from  Memphis,  where  he  was  arrested 
on  the  9th  of  this  month  for  the  murder 
of  E.  B.  Hilton,  a  policeman,  at  Norton, 
Va.,  last  July.  The  officers  and  prisoner 
were  hurried  from  one  depot  to  tne  other 
and  were  en  route  for  Norton  before 
half  a  hundred  people  were  aware  of 
the  fact.  Reports  came  here  yesterday 
that  three  score  of  Hall's  friends  from 
Kentucky  were  headed  toward  Norton 
with  Winchesters,  searing  that  they 
would  liberate  Hall  on  the  arrival  of  the 
train.  A  like  number  of  Hilton's  friends 
armed  themselves  and  declared  that 
Hall  should  never  see  the  inside  of  an- 
other prison  cell.  The  people  of  this 
city  are  expecting  every  moment  to 
hear  of  a  war,  and  it  is  quite  likelv  that 
blood  will  be  shed. 


MALTREATED  BY  CHILEANS. 

An  American  Sailor  Tells  of  His  Out- 
rageous Treatment. 

San  Francisco,  Dec.  23.— Sailor  Pat- 
rick Shields,  who  was  maltreated  by  the 
Chileans,  arrived  here  on  the  steamship 
Keweenaw  Monday.  He  told  a  United 
Press  reporter  that  while  ashore  at  Val- 
paraiso he  with  a  companion  was  ar- 
rested by  the  police.  He  was  not  treat- 
ed badly  until  it  was  learned  that  he  was 
an  American.  He  said  when  this  fact 
became  known  he  was  cruelly  beaten. 

He  broke  away  from  his  captors  and 
fled  but  was  pursued  by  a  mounted  offi- 
cer, who  rode  him  down  and  beat  him 
into  insensibility.  Without  trial  he  was 
placed  upon  the  police  boat.  Through 
the  intercession  of  the  American  consul 
he  was  released  and  indemnity  promised 
him.  The  Chilean  ofiicials  said  it  would 
be  forwarded  to  San  Diego,  but  none 
has  arrived.  The  officers  of  the  steam- 
ship report  no  new  outrages,  but  say 
that  the  feeling  against  the  Americans 
is  intense.

W.  O.  Rogers,  of  This  City,  Cannot  Iviow 
be  Found. 

Two  months  ago  W.  O.  Rogers  left 
the  office  of  Mr.  Kemp,  locaf  freight 
agent  of  the  Omaha,  to  become  agent  of 
the  company  at  East  Superior.  Monday 
last  he  disappeared  and  has  not  been 
seen  since.  An  examination  into  the 
books  of  the  company  there  shows  every- 
thing apparently  all  right,  and  the  com- 
pany's traveling  auditor  and  detective 
are  now  on  the  ground. 

Search  will  be  made  for  Rogers,  as  it 
is  now  believed  that  he  may  have  met 
foul  play.

Whalebacks  for  the  Soo. 
The  American  Steel  Barge  company 
will  build  a  fleet  of  six  whaleback  vessels 
instead  of  two,  for  the  Soo  line,  each  of 
which  will  be  designed  for  transporta- 
tion of  package  freight.  Doubtless  they 
will  carry  more  flour  than  any  other  com- 
modity, as  they  will  run  in  connection 
with  the  Soo  line  from  Gladstone  and 
the  lower  lake  ports.  The  two  boats,  in 
the  yard,  upon  which  work  has  just  been 
commenced,  and  which  are  numbered 
124  and  125,  will  be  the  first  of  the  new 
fleet.  They  wiil  be  steamers  and  their 
names  will  be  "Pillsbury"  and  "Wash- 
burn," respectively.  They  will  be  320 
feet  long,  42  feet  broad  and  25  feet  deep. 
These  vessels  would  readily  carry  3,500 
tons  in  sixteen  feet  of  water.

NEWFOrxriAND  A.NP  rAN\I>A. 
A  year  ago  our  little  neij^hbor  New- 
foundland wanted  to  make  a  treaty  of 
commercial  reciprocity  with  the  United 
States.  In  such  cases  it  is  necessary  for 
the  iraperi.ll  government  in  London  to 
give  its  approval,  but  after  passing  fav- 
orably upon  the  original  draft,  the  treaty 
itself  was  vetoed. 

This  waked  up  the  little  fishing  island 
and  her  commissioners  hurried  over  to 
England  to  know  what  was  the  matter 
and  why  they  were  snubbed  after  their 
work  had  practically  been  endorse.  It 
was  discovered  that  the  hand  of  the  late 
Sir  John  McDonald  was  in  the  deal,  he 
having  convinced  the  imperial  govern- 
ment that  such  a  treaty  on  the  part  of 
Newfoundland  would  prejudice  the 
efforts  of  the  Dominion  government  in 
the  same  direction.  The  premier  and 
the  commissioner  to  the  United  States, 
Sir  Charles  Tupper,  urged  ihat  Canada 
should  be  a  party  in  the  negotiations, 
and  that  the  treaty  should  cover  all  ex- 
isting or  possible  disputes  between  the 
United  States  and  Kritish  America.  The 
imperial  government  could  not  well  op- 
pose the  wishes  of  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment in  a  matter  that  was  so  one  sided 
as  far  as  the  contending  parties  were 
concerned,  and  indeed  the  argument 
seemed  reasonable  over  there,  however 
unjust  it  might  be  to  the  weaker 
province. 

Then  the  provincial  warfare  took  on  a 
new  aspect.  The  Newfoundlanders  were 
convinced  that  the  hght  against  them 
was  partly  for  campaign  purposes,  as 
the  Dominion  government  was  at  that 
time  in  a  struggle  that  almost  resulted  in 
its  overthrow,  and  Sir  John  feared  that 
reciprocity  between  the  States  and  New- 
foundland would  aflford  argument  for 
the  liberals.  So  the  islanders  put  in 
force  against  Canada  their  bait  act  or- 
iginally intended  for  the  French,  against 
whom  Newfoundland  has  long  waged 
a  gritty  warfare.  Thus  only 
Ignited  States  vessels  can  now  get 
bait  on  the  island.  In  vain  Canada 
appealed  to  the  imperial  government, 
and  then  put  up  her  high  tariff  wall 
against  Newfoundland  tish.  But  the 
Newfoundland  government  also  had  pow- 
er by  a  special  legislative  grant  to  retali- 
ate in  such  cases,  and  immediately  put  a 
prohibitive  duty  on  Canadian  flour  and 
other  provisions.  The  little  seaboard 
community,  therefore,  has  the  advantage 
jn  the  fight,  for  the  States  will  eat  her 
fish  and  send  her  all  the  flour  she, wants. 
Last  year  the  island  imported  300,000 
barrels  of  flour,  and  now  all  Canadian 
orders  have  been  canceled,  thus  throw- 
ing the  business  across  the  line. 

The  quarrel  is  in  some  ways  unfortu- 
nate for  the  provinces,  but  if  the  agita- 
tion shall  result  in  emphasizing  the  truth 
that  all  parts  of  the  American  continent 
will  be  blessed  by  commercial  contact 
with  the  United  States,  and  shall  hurry 
on  a  consummation  so  devoutly  wished 
by  the  people,  it  will  have  served  a 
worthy  purpose  even  though  some  pro- 
vincial anguish  be  the  immediate   result.

The  plaintiff  accepted  the 
proposal  and  it  w.as  carried  into  effect  by  a 
warranty  deed  to  them  from  the  supi)osed 
owner.  In  fact  the  defendant  was  entitled  by 
agreement  with  his  principal  to  receive  for  his 
agency  a!l  that  he  might  soil  the  property  for  in 
excess  of  *?<000.  Held,  that  the  plaintiff,  know- 
ing of  the  agency,  was  chargeable  with  knowl- 
edge that  the  defendant  might  ha  entitled  to 
some  compensation  therefor,  either  in  a  shara 
of  the  purchase  price  or  otherwise,  and  that 
there  being  no  misrepresentation  or  deception, 
the  conduct  of  the  defendant  did  not  constitute 
a  fraud  on  the  plaintitT.

This  afternoon  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  Duluth  Women  Christian 
Temperance  Union  met  with  Rev.  \V. 
M.  Barker  to  consider  the  question  of 
organizing  a  Duluth  "bichioride  of  gold 
club,"  which  will  be  for  the  use  exclus- 
ively of  those  who  are  takinLj  or  have 
taken  the  treatment  for  drunkenness 
given  by  Drs.  Slaughter  aud  Murray. 

It  is  entirelv  probable  that  such  a' club 
w  ill  be  started,  either  by  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 
or    by    Mr.    HarJcer  and  others,  and  it  is 
believed  it  will  be  a  vast   instrument  for 
good  in  many  ways.     It   is   proposed   to 
occupy  two  large   rooms  on    the  second 
floor  of  a  most  centrally  located  block  on 
Superior    street,   and  to   have   there  all 
facilities  for  amusement  and  enjoyment, 
except    liquor.    There    are  to  be  cards 
and    games    of    other  kinds,  books  and 
magazines,  rooms  for  smoking  and  talk- 
ing and  about  the  only  things  not  allowed 
will    be    gambling    and    drinking.     Dr. 
Slaughter  is  very  anxious  to  see  this  club 
started  and  says: 

"We've  had  many  patients — especially 
young  men.  for  whom  we  have  felt    that 
some  such  club  was  a  necessity.    These  | 
men  have  been  in  the  habit  of  spending 
their  evenings  in  some  pKace  where  they 
could  enjoy  themselves  with   cards    and 
papers,  and  such  places  are  usually  the 
saloons.    Now    they   have   no  desire  to 
visit  saloons  in  the  evening,  but   they  do 
want  companionship  and   amusement  or 
entertainment.     Where    else    can    thev 
get  it?     Surely  not  at  any  of  the  present 
places  of  re.^ort,  however  commendable 
and  beneficial  they  may  be.    So  thev  are 
inclined  to  go  to  the    saloons    as  before. 
Once  there  the  drink  habit  is    almost  as 
easily  acquired  a  second   time  as    it  was 
the  first." 

The  project,  as  above  outlined,  is  di- 
rectly in  line  with  what  Rev.  Mr.  Barker 
has  long  wanted  and  urged  and  it  is  very 
probable  that  Duluth  will  soon  have  a 
home  bi-chloride  of  gold  club  of  its  own.

LU3IBEK  AND  GR.\L\. 


The  Railways  Deny   Any   Decrease  in 
Rates  Into  the  Southwest. 
The  following  statement  appeared    in 
both  morning  papers  today: 

Another  victory  has  been  scored  for  Dnluth 
from  the  railroads  in  recard  to  rates  on  lumber. 
B.  B.  Kich.nrds.  of  the  liichards  Lumber  com- 
pany of  Now  Duluth.  writes  from  St.  Paul  that 
all  railroads  runuiuK  U.  the  Southwest  have 
tiiially  agreed  to  »rive  Duluth  the  same  rates  as 
now  extended  to  Minneapolis  to  all  points  in 
the  Southwest.  T)ie  Northern  Pacific  lately 
gave  Brainerd  the  Minneapolis  rates. 

H.  M.  Pearce,  first  assistant  general 
freight  agent  of  the  Omaha  road,  which 
is  the  chief  line  running  from  Duluth  to 
the  section  in  question,  was  in  Duluth 
today.  To  The  Herald  he  said:  'There 
is  no  truth  whatever  in  the  statement  of 
the  morning  papers.  I  read  quite  an 
elaborate  report  in  one  of  them  which  is 
utterly  incorrect.  No  road  could  make 
such  a  rate  without  changing  the  entire 
lumber  tariff,  and  this  cannot  be  done, 
at  least  not  now.  The  Duluth  lumber- 
men have  never  made  any  great 
attempt  to  get  into  the 

Southwest,  possibly  because  of 
the  present  rate^,  but  they  have  a  splen- 
did trade  in  the  Northwest  and  in  the 
East,  so  they  don't  need  these  rates. 
Should  they  be  given  it  would  give  Du- 
luth a  650-mile,  ishort  line,  haul  at  only 
two  cents  above  a  450-mile  haul  from 
Chicago.  The  Duluth  differential  over 
Minneapolis  is  seven  cents  an<l  the 
Brainerd  differential  is  A'A  cents.  You 
may  set  it  down  that  neither  has  been 
changed.  It  would  cause  the  same  sort 
of  row  in  lumber  rates  as  the  Milwaukee 
road  has  made  in  wheat  rates." 

A  number  of  Duluth  lumbermen  and 
shippers  were  seen.  None  of  them  had 
heard  of  any  such  re  luction  an<l  none  of 
them  knew  of  any  late  agitation  for  it. 
Horace  Williston  said:  "I  was,  a  year  or 
less  ago,  on  a  committee  to  look  this 
matter  up,  but  we  had  to  give  it  up.  I 
believe  J.  W.  Norton,  of  the  New  Duluth 
Land  company,  is  at  work  on  it  now. 
However  no  new  rates  have  been  made 
so  far  as  we  know."

Throughout 
the  day  the  street  lamps,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  lights  within  doors,  have  been 
alight  and  link-boys  are  making  small 
fortunes  by  piloting  cabs  and  other 
vehicles  through  the  streets  by  the  aid  of 
torches  or  lanterns.  Regular  traffic  and 
trade  are  at  a  standstill  and  navigation  on 
the  nver  Thames  has  been  completely 
stopped.  Many  proprietors  of  jewelry 
stores  and  other  such  places  have  shut 
up  their  shutters  until  the  fog  clears 
away.  They  are  doing  absolutely  no 
business  and  fear  the  visitation  of 
thieves.  The  entire  police  force  may  be 
said  to  have  been  on  duty  night  and  day 
throughout  the  70  hours  of  the  black  fog. 

Some  faint  idea  of  the  density  of  the 
fog  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that 
several  people  have  .been  drowned  and 
a  number  of  others  nearly  drowned  by 
wandering  into  rivers  and  canals  after 
having  lost  their  way.  Eight  bodies  of 
persons  supposed  to  have  been  drowned 
in  this  manner  have  already  been  re- 
covered, and  many  people  are  inquiring 
for  missing  relatives  or  friends  who  are 
supposed  to  have  met  death  in  the  dark- 
ness. At  Leeds  alone,  according  to  a 
dispatch  from  that  place,  three  men 
walked  into  the  caijal  and  were  drowned. 

As  may  be  readily  imagined  the  fog  is 
having  a  most  serious  effect  on  railroad 
traffic  and  the  result  is  that  all  the  mails 
are  behind  time  by  many  hours.  Trav- 
eling by  train,  while  the  fog  lasts,  is  both 
a  slow  and  a  dangerous  business,  though 
up  to  the  present  no  serious  accidents 
have  been  reported.  This  delay  in  rail- 
road traffic  is  causing  great  annoyance 
to  that  portion  of  the  commercial  com- 
munity depending  upon  Christmas  shop^ 
ping  for  a  profit.  Country  visitors  and 
the  greatest  difficulty  in  coming  to  Lon- 
don to  make  their  purchases  and  theaters 
which  co-mt  upon  the  country  contingent 
'o  '...Ijj  fill  their  seats  at  this  time  ofthe 
year  are  suffering  considerable  loss.

Redmond  is  Borne  Above  the  Heads  of 

His  Enth.nsiastic  Followers  and 

Makes  a  Speech. 


Waterford,  Dec.  24.— The  Parnell- 
ites  were  victorious  in  yesterday's  elec- 
tion, Redmond  receiving  1725  votes  and 
Davitt  1229,  This  victory  was  a  heavy 
blow  to  the  McCarthyites  who  were  con- 
fident of  victory,and  will  serve  to  give  a 
new  lease  of  lite  to  the  Parnellite  party. 
It  is  now  believed  to  be  certain  that  the 
followers  of  the  late  Mr.  Parnell  as  rep- 
resented under  the  leadership  of  mr. 
Redmond  will  win  a  number  of  other 
seats  and  be  able  to  maintain  themselves 
as  a  distinct  party  for  some  time  to  come. 
As  announced  yesterday  the  Parnellites 
had  been  driven  into  their  last  entrench- 
ment, into  the  last  ditch,  but  they  rallied 
nobly,  fought  with  the  most  grim  deter- 
mination and  have  routed  their  ene- 
mies. 

About  1000  people  abstained  for  one 
reason  and  another  from  voting.  The 
Parnellites  are  jubilant,  of  course,  and 
s,ay  that  their  victory  arises  from  the 
fact  that  the  priests  were  unable  to  coerce 
the  Waterford  electors  as  they  had  pre- 
viously coerced  Cork  and  other  voters 
who  have  given  majorities  against  Par- 
nellites within  the  past  few  months.  So 
late  as  yesterday  evening  the  general 
opinion  in  political  circles  was  that  Mr. 
Davitt  had  won  and  before  the  polls 
were  opened  it  was  predicted  on  all 
sides  that  he  would  win  by  about  500 
majority.  The  result  shows  how  badly 
the  political  prophets  can  be  mistaken 
and  proves  there  is  still  considerable 
vitality  in  the  p-^rty  fighting  beneath  the 
banner  of  the  late  Charles  Stewart 
Parnell.  Naturally  the  Parnellites  claim 
their  victory  at  Waterford  is  a  vindica- 
tion of  the  principles  they  uphold.  In 
any  case,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  re- 
sult of  the  Waterford  election  can  tend 
to  bring  harmony  to  the  councils  of  the 
Irish  parliamentary'  party.  The  Parnell- 
ites are  now  in  a  position  to  dictate  terms 
and  it  is  safe  to  say  they  will  not  be 
backward  in  doing  so.  It  is  probable 
that  the  most  surprised  man  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  is  Michael  Davitt. 
He  had  no  more  idea  of  being  defeated 
than  he  had  of  flying. 

The  minds  of  the  leaders  of  both  Irish 
factions  are  at  present  too  much  excited 
to  admit  of  anything  like  reconciliation. 
Mr.  Dillon,  it  will  be  remembered,  an- 
nounced at  Waterford  on  Thursday  last 
that  if  Waterford  returned  the  Parnell- 
ite candidate  he,  Mr.  Dillon,  would  feel 
bound  to  tell  his  countrymen  that  there 
was  no  longer  any  hope  in  constitutional 
legislation,  and  that  he  himself  should 
retiic  to  private  life.  People  are  now 
asking  themselves  if  Mr.  Dillon  will 
keep  his  word,  and  rumor  has  it  that 
do  so  other  prominent  Irish 
of  parliament  may  follow  his 
This,  it  is  added,  might  pave 
the  way  towards  a  reconciliation  between 
the  contending  factions  and  gives  birth 
to  the  hope  that  the  Irish  parliamentary 
parly  will  be  united  in  the  near  future. 
This  hope,  however,  is  at  present  only 
showing  a  faint  glimmer  on  the  political 
horizon,

RUSSIAN    INTRIGUES. 

They  Result  in  the  Dissolution  ol  the 
Roumanian  Chamber. 

Vienna,  Dec.  2i.— The  dissolution  of 
the  Roumanian  chamber  is  considered  a 
victory  for  Russian  intrigues.  The  Rus- 
sians have  been  laboring  with  unusual 
earnestness  of  late  to  secure  a  predomi- 
nant influence  in  Roumania.  It  is  stated 
in  Vienna  that  Russia  is  only  waiting  to 
be  sure  of  Romanian  neutrality  or  co- 
operation to  attack  Bulgaria.  The  re- 
cent attempt  to  drive  King  Charles  into 
abdication  is  attributed  to  Russian  influ- 
ence, the-  Russians  being  jealous  of  the 
presence  of  a  German  and  especially  a 
Hohenzollern  on  the  throne  of  the  lead- 
ing Balkan  state. 

King  Charles  and  his  ministers  have 
shown  a  stubborn  determination  to  pre- 
vent Russians  from  violating  Roumanian 
territory,  and  the  Russian  maneuvers 
on  the  Pruth  have  not  only  been  vigi- 
lantly watched,  but  also  reported 
throughout  Europe  to  the  great  cnagrin 
of  the  Russians  who  want  secrecy  for 
their  military  operations.  This  has  made 
Russian  agents  the  more  active  in  their 
plots  against  King  Charles  and  his  ad- 
visers, and  the  dissolution  of  the  cham- 
ber is  the  outcome.  The  elections  to  be 
held  in  February  will  be  a  test  of  strength 
of  Russian  influence,  and  are  expected 
to  have  an  important  bearing  on  the 
Balkan  problem. 


NEW  PHYSICAL  DIRECTOR. 

The  Y,  M.  C.  A.  Secures  a  Man  of  Whom 
Great  Things  are  Expected. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  associa- 
tion has  been  negotiating  with  C.  E, 
Locke,  who  carried  off  the  honors  at  last 
summer's  field  day,  desiring  to  secure 
him  for  physical  director  in  the  new 
gymnasium.  Mr.  Locke  has  accepted 
the  position  and  started  for  Chicago  yes- 
terday to  study  the  methods  of  physical 
work  in  that  city  and  gain  all  the  points 
possible  for  fitting  up  the  new  gymna- 
sium and  conducting  the  work  in  it. 

Mr.  Locke  is  an  Iowa  man.  He  led  in 
the  athletic  work  of  Cornell  college  in 
that  state,  and  brought  the  athletic  stand- 
ing of  the  college  up  to  a  high  rank.  He 
is  a  friend  of  the  ex-physical  director  L. 
J.  Cooke,  and  Mr.  Cooke  tried  to  induce 
him  to  enter  the  physical  work  a  year 
ago,  when  he  was  active  in  the  gymna- 
sium work  here.  He  m.ade  athletic  work 
a  study  as  well  as  a  recreation  while  at 
college,  and  he  will  come  to  the  new 
gymnasium,  which  will  be  opened  about 
Jan.  15,  ready  to  take  hold  of  the  gym- 
nasium with  the  enthusiasm  and  ability 
that  must  make  it  very  successful.

ERIE  CANAL  MATTERS.  . 
The  Herald    is  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of 
an  open  letter  from  Capt.    M.    De   Puy, 
president  of  the  Canal    and  Harbor  Pro- 
tection union  of  the  state  of  New  York, in- 
tended more  particularly  for  the  people 
of    that    commonwealth,    in    which     he 
F>oints  out    many  defects  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  great  Erie    c.tnal    that    aie 
equally  important  to  the  citizens  of  Du- 
luth and  our  farmer    friends  on  the  prai- 
rie.    The  board  of  directors    consists  of 
the  governor  and  legislature    who    have 
done  some  good  things  which,    however, 
have  been  outweighe4  by  neglect.    Thcv 
have  been  instrumental  in    making    the 
canal  a  free  waterway  and  have  at  much 
expense    made    needed    improvements, 
but  there  are  other  points  on   which  the 
language  of  the  letter  is  plain  and  not  at 
all  complimentary.    It  says: 

Four  years  aifo  the  board  enacte<I  a  law  to  ro- 
str.ct  the  murderous  elevator  charues  on  canal 
frrain,  but  the  law  has  never  been  c<>niplied  with. 
In  fact  the  charges  in  ButTalo  are  an  eighth  of 
one  cent  a  bushel  more  t-ince  the  law  was  en- 
acted than  they  were  previous  to  the  law,  and 
the  board  has  b<*en  often  notified  of  that  fact. 
But  all  the  (food  acts  done  by  past  canal  direc- 
tors have  been  nullified  or  covnteractod  by  their 
non-action  on  important  measures  brought  be- 
fore them. 

The  directors  knew  that  the  aggrcRate  cbarRes 
for  a  direct  transfer  of  canal  jrrain  was  $2H.7.'j 
per  1000  bushels.  They  also  knew  that 
this  double  toll  on  canal  commerce  is 
damped  into  the  vaults  of  the  rail- 
roads and  grain  elevator  combines  of  New 
York  and  Buffalo.-  Thus  the  directors  have  in 
effect  said,  that  if  the  Erie  canal  cannot  survive 
and  gife  to  its  railroad  competitors  one  and  one- 
half  cents  a  bushel  on  all  grain  shipi>ed  by  the 
canal,  let  it  bo  abaudonert. 

The  directors  also  knew  that  the  wharfage 
rings  in  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn 
were  exerting  three  or  four  million  dollars  an- 
nually from  the  state's  commerce,  while  the 
wharves  are  free  to  ships  at  Boston,  and  no 
charge  is  made  to  ships  for  wharfage  at  the  rail- 
road elevators  at  Philadelphia,  Baitimoro  or 
Newport  News.  However,  our  canal  directors 
have  in  effect,  said  that  if  the  Erie  canal  cannot 
statd  that  item  of  three  or  four  million  doliarr, 
let  it  be  abandoned. 

Besides  the  above  charges,  the  matter 
of  water  thieves  along  the  canal  is  allud- 
ed to,  and  it  is  asserted  that    the    bill  to 
prevent  tlie  same  was  quickly  smothered 
in  committee.    Some    defense    to  these 
indictments  may  be  offered,  but  the  grain 
shipping  West  is  immediately  interested 
in  the  Erie  canal,  and  whatever  robbery 
is  committed  there  comes  in  great  meas- 
ure from  the  pockets  of    the    producers. 
This  robbery  is  largely  due  to  combines 
of  railway  companies  desirous  of  exter- 
minating     the      canal      by      excessive 
elevator  charges    when    it   is  open    and 
double  freight    rates    when    it  is  closed. 
Thus  they  hope  to  make  the  total  freight 
charge  for  the  year  as    great  as  if    there 
were  no  canal  and    force  the  Hnal  aban- 
donment of  that  waterway.     Duluthians 
will  be  heartily    with    Capt.  De  Puy    in 
securing  cheap  transportation  from  Buf- 
falo to  the  sea.    A  little  agitation  will  do 
the  recently  elected    board  of    directors 
good  and  the  canal  traffic,  we  trust,  may 
bloom  like  New  York's  new  governor. 


the  banner  republican  counties  of  Minne- 
sota, but  has  been  considerably  dis- 
figured of  late,  and  the  partv  feels  the 
need  of  a  vigorous  champion  among  the 
daily  press  of  the  city.  The  Herald 
might  tender  its  services  for  so 
great  a  cause  were  it  not  too  busy  rep- 
resenting the  interests  of  the  whole 
country  to  pause  in  its  career  and  dally 
with  a  fragment.  We  feel,  nevertheless, 
an  interest  in  the  party  and  would  be 
pleased  to  see  its  principle  and  inter- 
ests fathered  by  a  manly  advocate.  The 
Herald  has  always  urged  the  patroniz- 
ing of  home  institutions,  and  doesn't  see 
why  a  political  party  should  have  to  go 
away  from  home  to  get  its  wants  sup- 
plied. The  News  at  present  is  a  Jeffer- 
sonian-Rcpublican  paper,  and  the  change 
would  necessitate  merely  an  amendment 
to  the  by-laws  to  omit  all  that  antedates 
the  hyphen. 

Dispatches  from  Stillwater  inform  us 
that  the  board  of  education  has  pro- 
hibited all  religious  exercises  in  the 
public  schools  of  that  city.  This  action 
was  taken  because  some  teachers  opened 
school  with  prayer,  and  Sisters  of  Charity 
who  are  teachers  in  the  Hill  parochial 
school,  recently  made  public,  were  in  the 
habit  of  teaching  the  catholic  catechism 
during  the  noon  hour  and  also  after 
school.  The  wishes  of  the  board  will  of 
course  be  acquiesced  in,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  our  neighbors  on  the  St.  Croix 
will  have  no  further  religious  warfare.  It 
seems,  however,  a  rather  severe  criticism 
on  the  religious  sentiment  of  our  times 
that  the  catholic  and  protestant churches 
should  be  so  tar  apart  our  public  schools 
can't  be  opened  with  the  formality  of  a 
mass  meeting  or  a  dog  show.

SCENE  IN  A  FKENCH  CHURrH. 

The  Clergy  Not  Permitted  to  Talk  Poli- 
tics in  the  Pulpit. 

The  Avcnir  de  Bayonne  gives  the  £ol- 
lowin  report  of  an  incident  that  occurred 
the  other  day  in  the  cathedral  of  that 
town:  The  Jesuit  Father  Mapnie,  in  the 
course  of  his  sermon,  said  that  he  knew 
positively  that  the  pope  approved  the 
archbishop  of  Aix,  and  blamed  the 
bishops  who  did  not  adhere  to  ^is  rely  to 
the  minister  of  public  worship,  where- 
upon the  bishop  of  Bayonne  arose  from 
his  seat  in  the  nave  of  the  church,  and, 
interrupting  the  preacher,  made  the  fol- 
lowing declaration: 

•'1  have  a  profession  of  faith  to  make. 
You  have  just  been  preached  to  on  the 
truth,  and  now,  in  the  name  of  that  truth, 
1  say,  no  Jesuitism!  since  that  is  the  rec- 
ognized term.  I  have  just  returned  irom 
Rome,  and  can  tell  you  that  the  true  in- 
structions of  his  holiness  consist  in  a  rec- 
ommendation to  the  faithful,  and  especi- 
ally to  the  clergy  of  my  diocese,  to  ob- 
serve solely  in  these  circumstances  the 
two  Christian  virtues,  charity  and  pa- 
tience. The  desire  of  the  holy  father  is 
that  the  clergy  do  not  meddle  with  feuds 
of  parties  and  that  from  the  pulpit  noth- 
ing shall  be  heard  but  the  words  of  peace 
and  charity.  I  will  see  to  it  that  my 
clergy  conform  to  these  instructions. 

"Every  Sunday  you  sing  Domine  Sal- 
vam  fac  Rempublican.  Is  it  in  the  name 
of  truth  that  it  is  sung  merely  by  the 
lips.?  I  wish  you  to  understand  that  for 
my  part  I  sing  it  from  the  bottom  of  my 
heart." 

Then,  turning  to  the  preacher,  the 
bishop  added:  "As  for  you,  sir,  I  now 
formally  forbid  you  to  make  any  politi- 
cal allusion  whatever  in  your  sermons  in 
my  diocese."

"There  is  no  idea  here,"  said  a    prom- 
inent Duluth  man  just    returned    from  a 
long  stay  in  the  Twin  cities,  "of   the  fer- 
vor with  which   those    cities,    especially 
Minneapolis,  have    taken    up   and    are 
pushing  the  idea  of  a  canal    to    Duluth, 
so  as  to  give  them  a  direct   route  to  Buf- 
falo.   One  reason,  and  the  chief  one  why 
these  St.  Paul  and   Minneapolis   papers 
were  so  deeply    interested    in    the    late 
Detroit  convention  and  so  anxious  to  see 
the    convention    committed    to  a  deep 
route  to  the  sea.  was  because    they    ex- 
pected to  work  for  the  canal  from    Min- 
neapolis to  Duluth  and  that  deep  water 
from  Duluth  to  the  sea  would  help  them 
then.    You  don't  hear  much  ot  this,  rea- 
son, but  it's  there  just  the  same. 

"Why  don't  The  Herald,  once  for  all, 
show  the  complete  fallacy  of  such  a 
canal  and  say  to  the  Minneapolis  people 
that,  if  they  are  pinning  their  faith  to 
any  such  scheme  and  look  on  it  as  their 
commercial  salvation,  they  are  badly 
left.'" 

Inquiry  revealed  the  strange  fact  that  a 
groat  many  Duluth  people,  who  ought  to 
know  better,  believe  such  a  canal  will  be 
built  in  time  and  fear  it  will  hurt  this 
city  somewhat,  "make  it  a  hamlet,"  as  a 
a  large  share  of  reputable  business  men 
of  Minneapolis  declare  and  apparently 
believe. 

Figures  were  obtained    from  an  emi- 
nent   public    works    engineer    who  was 
thoroughly  conversant  with  the  situation. 
He  said:     "There  is  an  elevation  of  over 
600    feet    to    get  up  out  of  the  basin   of 
Lake  Superior  before  the    level    ground 
is  reached.     This  would  cost,  at  a   rough 
tigure,  $15,000,000,  and  probably  §20,000,- 
000.  Then  there  is  a  distance  of  130  miles 
before  we  get  to  the  Twin  cities.     But  it 
doesn't  make  any  difference  how  far  it  is, 
nor  does  the  drop  ot  200  feet   to    get    to 
Minneapolis  from  the   level    above,   nor 
does  the  fact  that    there    are    no    water 
feeders  for  such  a  canal    on   the   higher 
level,  for  the  sin^ple  lockage    of  vessels 
up  600  feet  will  cost  more  than  the  pres- 
ent freight    rates    between    Duluth  and 
the  Twin  cities.    These  rates    are  likely 
to  be  reduced  in  the   future,  but  the  cost 
of  lockage  never  can  be.     So  the    whole 
scheme  is  utterly  impracticable  and  can 
never  become  a  fact."

CapL  McDougall  Pleased  With  the  Re- 
port of  the  Under-writers. 

Capt.  McDougall  is  very  well  pleased 
with  the  report  made  by  a  special  agent 
sent  out  by  the  underwriters'  agency  to 
inspect  the  whaleback,  Charles  W.  Wet- 
more  after  her  late  mishap. 

The  report,  as  forwarded  to  Capt.  Mc-

CITY  BRIEFS. 


A  building  is  being  elected  on  the  ice 
off  Northwestern  Fuel  company's  dock 
No.  3.  near  West  Superior,  which  it  is 
said  will  be  used  for  saloon  purposes. 
It  is  claimed  that  it  is  on  the  boundary 
line  between  the  two  states  and  that 
therefore  the  police  of  both  lluluth  and 
West  Superior  will  have  to  unite  in  order 
to  stop  prospective  no  license   business. 

Chief  of  Police  McOuade  was  inter- 
viewed on  the  subject  this  morning  and 
he  presented  some  ideas  that  are  new  to 
most  people.  "It  is  all  nonsense,"  said 
he,  "to  talk  about  the  necessity  of  con- 
certed action  on  the  part  of  both  police 
departments  to  close  such  a  place,  for 
eitner  department  could  do  it  alone. 
Some  years  ago  enabling  acts  were 
passed  by  the  legislatures  of  Wiscon- 
sin and  Minnesota  whereby 
the  authorities  of  either  state 
could  make  arrests  or  take  action  right 
up  to  the  shore  line  of  the  other  state. 
While  1  was  sheriff  I  had  occasion  at 
three  different  times  to  cut  the  P'ond  du 
Lac  boom  close  to  the  Wisconsin  shore, 
in  order  to  let  out  the  logs  of  the  Duluth 
Lumber  company,  which  were  illegally 
detamed  bv  the  boom  company  for  tolls. 
r)efore  doing  anything  in  the  matter  I 
consulted  Mr.  BilJson,  and  he  informed 
me  that  I  had  authority  to  act  close  in  to 
the  Wisconsin  shore  as  I  would  on  the 
Minnesota  side.  I  have  even  seized  a 
tug  that  has  been  alongside  of  a  Superior 
dock. 

"Last  winter,  you  will  remember,  there 
were  some  tough  dives  on  the  ice  oppo- 
site New  Duluth  and  St.  Louis,  and  no 
arrests  were  made.  These  joints  could 
have  been  closed  by  the  authorities  of 
either  state  had  thev  seen  fit  so  to  do. "

Tuesday  there  was  a    meeting 

chamber  of  commerce,  r.t  which, 
ecutive  session,  the  versatile 
Walmsley  was  heard  regarding 
his  many  railroad  schemes.  A 
reporter  naturally  stumbled  in 
meeting  but  was  requested  to  say  noth- 
ing about  it,  though  charmed  with  Mr. 
Walmsey's  eloquence  and  the  big  map 
of  all  out  doors  he  had  reposing  quietly 
on  the  floor.  The  matter  was  one.  Sec- 
retary Thompson  said,  that  ought  not  to 
come  out  yet.  iSo  The  Herald  said  noth- 
ing of  it  that  day. 

The  next  day  both  morning  papers 
had  accounts  of  the  meeting  in  which 
they  said  that  the  proposition  was  to 
build  the  Duluth,  Superior,  St.  Paul  & 
Minneapolis  railway,  an  air  line  between 
this  city  and  the  twins,  which  is  to  con- 
nect down  there  with  the  Soo  road.  It 
was  claimed  that  S8000  has  already  been 
spent  in  survevs,  but  no  more  informa- 
tion was  given. 

It  may  be  allowable  to  give  a  few  ad- 
ditional facts.  Mr.  Walmsley  claims 
that  he  has  made  all  the  financial  ar- 
rangements for  the  road,  conditional  on 
two  things:  First,  the  raising  of  $40,000 
each  in  Duluth  and  Superior  and  a  cer- 
tain larger  sum  in  Minneapolis;  second, 
the  making  of  contracts  with  lumbermen 
and  others  who  will  agree  to  put  in  mills 
on  the  line  and  send  their  product  over 
the  road.  There  is  abundance  of  timber, 
both  pine  and  hardwood,  along  the  pro- 
posea  line,  and  the  scheme  is  probably  a 
good  one,  but  not  much  can  he  done 
about  It  until  Duluth  people  know  more 
fully  the  people  at  the  back  of  it. 

It  has  been  rumored  that  the  Kansas 
City  road  is  interested  in  the  project,  but 
this  IS  doubted,  especially  as  there  is  now 
some  talk  of  a  sale  of  the  Kansas  City  to 
the  Northwestern.  The  Milwaukee  is 
also  spoken  of  as  a  possible  backer  of 
Mr.  Walmsley  in  his  scheme. 

This  afternoon  there  is  in  progress  a 
meeting  of  citizens  called  to  talk  over 
the  project  and  consider  the  plan  in  de- 
tail.

Paris.  Dec.  26.— The  news  has  been 
telep^raphed  from  Rome  to  this  city  that 
the  pope  intends  to  confer  the  grand 
cross  of  the  order  of  Christ  upon  the 
archbishop  of  Aix.  It  is  almost  need- 
less to  add  that  in  the  present  state  of 
public  feeling  when  a  movement  is  on 
foot  to  separate  church  and  state,  as  one 
of  the  results  of  the  archbishop  of  Aix's 
conduct  supported  by  letters  of  other 
distinguished  prelates,  such  a  step  upon 
the  part  of  the  Vatican  is  most  signifi- 
cant. It  will  be  looked  upon  here,  should 
the  news  prove  correct,  as  a  defiance  on 
the  part  of  the  pope  of  the  government 
of  this  country  and  the  reply  of  the 
French  government  may  not  be  slow  in 
forthcoming. 

The  archbishop  of  Bordeaux  has  made 
common  cause  with  Monsignor  Gouthe- 
Soulard  in  a  diocesan  letter  which  he  ad- 
dressed to  all  catholics  in  France.  The 
main  points  of  this  letter  are  as  follows: 
The  archbishop  of  Bordeaux  defends  the 
right  of  members  of  the  episcopate  to 
join  in  pilgrimages  to  Rome.  According 
to  thisprelate.when  the  archbishop  of  Aix 
wrote  as  he  did,  he  was  not  prompted  by 
a  wish  to  fight,  but  was  simply  overcome 
by  disgust.  The  pope,  says  the  arch- 
bishop, has  no  longer  hope  in  earthly  de- 
fenders outside  the  ranks  of 
the  devout  French  catholics.  He 
knows  they  are  noble  hearted  and 
intrepid  and  that  their  blood  is  easily 
fired  by  the  complaint  of  the  weak, 
and  the  cries  of  Jinsulted  virtue  and 
outraged  honor.  He  will  find  among 
them  avengers  as  Christ  found  at  Gol- 
gotha. The  pope  is  head  of  all  in  the 
spiritual  order  and  the  French  catholics 
will  never  suffer  him  to  be  in  subjection 
to  any  earthly  power. 

This  letter  naturally  has  aroused  in- 
dignation among  the  supporters  of  the 
government  and  led  to  the  preparation 
of  a  bill  on  ass'ociations  as  a  prepara- 
tory step  to  the  separation  of  church 
and  state, 

It  was  made  evident  by  the  letter  of 
the  archbishop  of  Bordeaux  that  the 
ultra  Montane  bishops  were  acting  upon 
suggestions  received  from  the  Vatican, 
and  that  they  were  encouraged  in  setting 
the  government  at  defiance.  If  there 
was  ever  any  doubt  of  this  it  is  furnished 
by  the  announcement  made  by  the 
Diritto  today.  The  senate,  contrary  to 
precedents,  has  recently  shown  itself  to 
be  strongly  anti-clerical,  as  it  has  just 
supported  the  government  by  211  to  57 
votes  in  a  resolution  accusing  the  clergy 
of  jeopardizing  the  social  peace  and  of 
violating  the  rights  of  the  state. 

THE  CENTRAL  VVKECK. 


Many  are  Killed  and  Injured  at  Hast- 
ings on  the  Hudson. 

New  York,  Dec.  26.— The  accident 
on  the  New  York  Central  railroad  Thurs- 
day night  at  Hastings,  on  the  Hudson, 
has  proved  to  be  much  worse  than  at 
first  reported.  The  official  list  of  the 
dead  numbers  eleven  people  as   follows: 

Mrs.  A.  N.  Baldwin,  New  York;  Thos. 
\V.  Pilley,  New  York,  of  the  firm  of 
(ieorge  H.  Pilley  &  Co.;  Abraham  Night, 
conductor;  Mrs.  \'an  Arsdale,  New  York; 
Miss  Slocum,  Lockport,  N.  Y.,  Miss 
Moore,  Medina;  Lizzie  Ford,  Brooklvn; 
J.  W.  White,  Porter;  Miss  Lillian  Bald- 
win, New  York;  Dr.  Best,  Dentist,  New 
York;  one  man  not  identified. 

The  burned  and  injured  are  Mrs 
Homer  R.  Baldwin,  New  York,  burned 
about  the  face  and  arms  and  internally 
injured;  Annie  Ford,  slightly  burned;  D. 
B.  Murphy,  lawyer,  New  York,  leg  and 
collar  bone  broken,  face  and  arms  badly 
burned,  may  die;  Harry  Jacobson,  New 
York,  slightly  burned;  |.  F.  Bageele, 
Pougbkeepsie;  slightly  burned  about  the 
face,  and  injured  internally;  J.  C.  Gould, 
travelling  engineer  of  the  New  York 
Central;  M.  Cormack,  Miss  Freyer, 
Poughkeepsie;  Homer  F.  Baldwin,  New 
York;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ambrose  Tremain, 
Brooklyn. 

The  terrible  disaster  was  due  to  the 
carelessness  of  Brakeman  Albert  E. 
Herrick,  of  the  Buffalo  express,  which 
was  lying  still  below  Hastings.  Herrick 
has  not  yet  been  found.  He  left  his  uni- 
form in  the  train  and  put  on  his  citi- 
zens clothes.  From  the  official  report 
given  out  by  Third  Vice  President  Webb, 
of  the  New  York  Central  road,  train  No. 
93,  which  left  New  York  at  5:40  p.  m., 
stopped  at  DoBb's  ferry  to  make  some 
slight  repairs  on  the  engine.  The  danger 
signal  was  thrown  out,  and  following  the 
train,  the  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls 
special,  which  left  here  at  7:30  p.m., was 
stopped  about  threequarters  of  a  mile 
south  of  Dobb's  Ferry  station.  The  con- 
ductor of  No.  40  immediately  sent  Brake- 
man  Herrick  back  to  signal  coming 
trains.  He  proceeded  as  far  as  the  sta- 
tion at  Hastings.  There  he  went  inside 
and  talked  with  the  stationmaster,  wait- 
ing for  the  Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis  ex- 
press, No.  7,  -which  left  the  city  at  8 
o'clock.  While  Herrick  was  standing 
near  the  door  the  St.  Louis  express 
whizzed  past  running  at  the  rate  of  60 
miles  an  hour. 


The  Bank  of  Tyrone. 
Tyrone,  Pa.,  Dec.  26.— There  is  great 
indignation  today  among  depositors  of 
the  wrecked  Tyrone  bank  and  suits  for 
$30,000  have  been  entered  against  Cash- 
ier Gueer  and  the  stockholders.  A.  D. 
Hoovey,  the  largest  stockholder,  trans- 
ferred his  property  to  J.  C.  Roller,  of 
Philadelphia,  Thursday.  The  liabilities 
are  still  increasing.

One  01  New  York's  Judges  Talks  on  the 
Governor's  Aotion. 
Syracuse,  N.  Y„  Dec.  26.— Justice 
Kennedy,  in  an  interviewupon  the  action 
of  Governor  Hill  in  pardoning  Welsh, 
the  supervisor  ol  the  Third  ward,  com- 
mitted to  the  penitentiary  for  three  days 
and  fined  $250  for  contfcmpt  of  court, 
analyzes  the  gcivernor'f  memorandum 
and  says: 

"The  advice  even  by  the  governor  is 
that  inferior  officers  and  boards,  indeed 
any  and  every  one,  when  required  by  an 
order  of  the  court  to  perform  a  legal 
duty  enjoined  upon  it  or  them,  but  ne- 
glected may,  witli  impunity,  disobev  and 
disregard  the  same,  and  that  by  so  doing 
they  will  earn  and  should  receive  the 
plaudits  of  the  public.  It  sows  seeds  of 
anarchy  and  aims  a  death-dealing  blow 
at  the  very  roots  of  public  security 
and  public  peace.  It  announces  a  so- 
cialistic dgctrine  of  the  most  alarming 
character  and  advocates  that  the  gover- 
nor of  the  state  s/mpathizes  with  and  is 
ready  to  aid  in  the  success  of  its  perni- 
cious purposes.  It  proclaims  and  en- 
dorses with  approval  the  most  repulsive 
plank  in  the  platform  upon  which  the 
anarchist  dances  his  dance  of  death 
amid  the  wreck  of  political  falsity. 

'•It  is  urged  by  the  governor  that  there 
is  justification  for    this  act    found  in  the 
fact  that  an  application  ^o  the  court  for 
a  stay  of  execution  had  been  denied.  No 
defense,  excuse    or    palliation    can    be 
offered.    There  was   nothing  to  review 
and  a  stay  would  have  been  to  trifle  with 
justice.    If  the  convicted  party  felt  him- 
self aggrieved  by  the  refusal  there  were 
many  other  courts    to    which    he    could 
have  applied  and  where  the  question 
would      have     bjen    duly     considered 
and      properly       disposed      of.      The 
most         strange         suggestion,        and 
the  crowning  act  of  justification  for  his 
extraordinary  proceeding  by  Governor 
Hill  IS  found  in  the  statement  that  it  was 
an   important  du:y  devolving  upon  him 
to  pardon  Welch   and  release  htm  from 
confinement,  because  a  board  of  super- 
visors stood   with    17  democrats  and    16 
republicans,  and    that    it    was  a  public 
necessity  that  Welch  be  set  free,  since  in 
case    he    was    held  in  confinement    the 
board  would  be  a  tie,  and   in   that  event 
he  could   not  appoint  a  democratic  sup- 
erintendent of    Oneida  county  peniten- 
tiary, a  position  of  considerable  political 
importance.       I    think  it  may  be  safely 
said  that  this  is  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  state  wiere  an  executive  has 
conceived   it  his   duty  to  pardon  a  con- 
victed criminal  foi   the  purpose  such  as 
is  suggested  by  his;  excellency."

The  Charleston  Gone  to  Guard  Chilean 
Nitrate  Beds. 
San  FRANCisco,Dec.26.— The  steamer 
Monowai  arrived  ia  yesterday  from  Hon- 
olulu and  Australia.  She  brings  the  im- 
portant   news  thai    the  Charleston  left 

Honolulu  on  Dec,  17,  the  same  day  that 
the  MoncMvai  sailed.  The  first  officer  of 
the  Monowai,  who  was  on  the  bridge  at 
the  time,  says  thai  his  ves^I  had  only 
got  under  good  h«;adway  when  through 
his  glasses  he  sav/  the  anchor  weighed 
on  the  Charleston,  and  a  few  minutes 
later  the  cruiser  put  to  sea,  heading  in  a 
south-southeast  direction.  From  the 
course  she  took  it  wps  plain  she  was 
bound  for  Callo.  From  other  Honolulu 
arrivals  it  was  learned  that  the  Charles- 
ton received  orders  to  make  the  direct 
course  to  Callo,  there  to  receive  am- 
munition from  the  San  Francisco,  and 
then  proceed  to  guard  the  nitrate  beds  at 
Iquique,  This  looks  .is  though  President 
Harrison  felt  war  was  inevitable  and 
proposed  to  blockade  the  most  import- 
ant revenue-producing  industry  of  the 
Chileans. 

Advices  from  Honolulu  say  that  Sur- 
geon George  W.  Woods,  of  the  United 
States  steamer  Charleston,  met  with  a 
serious  accident  on  Dec.  15.  His  run- 
away team  collided  with  a  telegraph 
pole,  throwing  him  violently  to  the 
ground.  He  was  Dadly  cut  on  the  back 
of  the  head  and  forehead.  His  condition 
is  reported  critical.

Washington,  Dec.  26— An  early  set- 
tlement of  the  existing  difficulties  with 
Chile  is  confidently  expected  by  the  of- 
ficials here.  What  the  natyre  of  that 
settlement  will  be  depends  entirely  up- 
on the  government  of  Chile.  A  policy 
of  waiting  has  been  adopted  by  this 
government  for  the  reason  that  the  diffi- 
culties that  led  to  the  present  condition 
of  things  occurred  under  the  administra- 
tion of  a  provisional  junta  or  govern- 
nient  in  Chile  which  might  not  represent 
in  any  degree  the  wishes  of  the  people. 
Today  the  provisional  government  gives 
way  to  the  new  government  under  Presi- 
dent Montt.  It  is  not  probable  that  any 
change  in  the  situation  will  develop  un- 
til after  congress  meets  in  January.  The 
results  of  the  investigation  by  the  Chi- 
lean judicial  authorities  into  the  killing 
of  the  Baltimore's  sailors  are  not  expec- 
ted to  reach  the  state  department  before 
that  time  and  of  course  until  they  are 
known  and  the  intentions  of  the  Chilean 
government  is  expressed  nothing  will  be 
done.

Peace  and  Good  Will. 
The  holidays  are  productive  of  a 
peaceful  feeling  among  government  of- 
ficials as  regards  the  Chilean  situation. 
Secretary  Tracy  said  today  that  no  war 
vessels  were  under  orders  to  sail  to 
Chile.  A^istant  Secretary  Soiey  reit- 
erated the  words  of  his  chief.  Yet  in

Government  officials  in 
view  of  the  inauguration  of  the  new 
Chilean  government  today,  expect  a  sat- 
isfactory and  speedy  termination  of  the 
Chilean  incident.

Report  of  the  Disaster  of  the  Whale- 
back  by  Capt.  Hastings. 
The  following  is  a  condensation  of  the 
the  first  and  only  repvt  made  by  Capt. 
Hastings  of  the  whaleback  C.  W.  Wet- 
more  to  the  press  and  is  published  as  an 
interesting  and  authentic  contribution: 

On  Sunday  morning  December  6th  the 
barometer  commenced    to    fall    rapidly 
with  increasing  wind  from    S.  SW.    and 
bad  looking  sky;  the    sea    raising    with 
heavy  westerly  swell,  during    the   fore- 
noon had  no  difficulty  in  steering    good 
courses  but  as  wind  and    sea    increased 
vessel    steered    badly    until    7:30  p.  m.. 
when  vessel  refused  to  answer  her  helm. 
By  this  time  it  was  blowing  a    gale,    but 
experienced  no  difficulty  in  heaving  ship 
to  and  bringing  her  head  to    sea,    which 
position    was    maintained    during     the 
night,  steamer  riding  seas  easily.     Wind 
increasing  to  hurricane  force  sea    came 
so  heavy  that  steamer  fell  off  into  trough 
of  it  and  while  between    the    seas    sails 
would  be  becalmed.    We  kept  engines 
going    astern    all    Monday    night    and 
thus  prevented  ship  driving  on  lee  shore 
which  was  less  than  two    miles    distant. 
By  4  a.  m.  on  the  morning  of    Tuesday, 
8th  inst.  the  weather  and  sea  moderated 
some.       We       started       ahead       and 
kept  her  going-   off  shore.    During  the 
night  we  had  all  hands  working  on  a  tem- 
porary rudder  and  Wednesday  morning 
had  the  ship  under  control  the  first  time 
since  Sunday  night.    At  10  a.  m.  the  Bri- 
tish steamer  Zambezi  was  sighted.    The 
weather    was    moderating,    but    as   the 
barometer  was  lower,  than    it    had  been 
any  time  during  the  gale  we    decided  to 
get  into  the  nearest  port  lowered  a  boat 
and  passed  our  hawser  to  the    Zambezi, 
when  she  commenced  towing  on    us,  our 
engines  working    ahead.    Alter    towing 
for  about  two  hours  we    arrived    off  the 
Columbia  river  bar.    After  laying  by  all 
night  the  Zambezi  n»de  a  start,  and  be- 
fore a  fair  strain  could  be    had    on    our 
hawser  (a  nine-inch  manilla)  it  parted  in 
oar  towing  chock.    At    noon    the    pilot 
boarded  the  Zambezi.    We  crossed  the 
bar  safely,  and  at  9  p.    m.    anchored  off 
Astoria. 

This  gale  is  said  to  be  the  heaviest  ex- 
perienced on  the  North  Pacific  coast 
since  1880,  and  the  Wetmore,  living 
through  such  a  sea  in  a  partially  dis- 
abled condition  justifies  the  expectations 
of  her  designers  and  owners.

"Southern  Boom  Towns." 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald. 

In  your  issue  of  Wednesday  I  noticed 
a  communication  from  S.T.  Johnson  con- 
cerning the  town  of  Tallapoosa,  Ga.,  in 
which  reference  was  made  to  me  for 
confirmation  of  his  statements.  1  wish 
to  say  that  Mr.  Johnson  made  this  refer- 
ence without  any  authority  whatsoever, 
and  I  was  considerably  surprised  to  see 
it.  I  also  wish  to  say  that  Mr.  Johnson 
made  a  very  mild  statement  as  to  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  the  town.  For 
two  years  I  have  watched  its  growth — 
knew  all  about  it  at  the  period  of  its 
retrogression,  some  four  years  ago — and 
for  many  years  have  I  known  the  gentle- 
men who  are  at  the  head  of  the  enter- 
prise. Without  hesitation,  and  entirely 
without  solicitation,  I  would  say  that  I 
deem  Tallapoosa  today  one  of  the  fore- 
most towns  of  the  South  and  destined  in 
the  near  future  to  be  a  very  dangerous 
rival  to  Atlanta  herself. 

The  mineral,  timber  and  agricultural 
resources  are  unlimited;  the  manufactur- 
ing concerns  already  in  operation  are  on 
a  scale  to  make  even  the  Zenith  City  en- 
vious, and  others  are  coming  of  greater 
magnitude;  the  companv  is  officered  by 
the  staunchest  men  of  the  country — men 
whom  every  one  of  your  readers  would 
be  proud  to  be  able  to  call  a  friend— and 
the  climate  is  something,  to  nie,  marvel- 
ous. I  do  not  make  these  statements 
from  any  selfish  motives  but  simply  to 
give  my  small  justification  of  the  actions 
of  those  whom  I  know  to  be  acting  in  the 
utmost  good  faith.

MAY  BE  FLOWER 

Stranger  things  have  happened  m  the 
whirpool  of  politics  than  that  Roswcll  P. 
Flower,  of  New  York,  should  be  brought 
to  the  front  in  the  democratic  national 
convention  next  summer.  The  quarrel 
between  the  Hill  and  Cleveland  elements 
of  the  party  in  that  state  is  so  bitter  as 
to  endanger  if  not  certainly  to  lose  its 
electoral  vote  should  either  of  those  lead- 
ers head  the  ticket.  The  feeling  is  quite 
prevalent  that  a  New  York  man  is 
necessary  to  democratic  success, 
and  the  lot  could  hardly  fall  upon  other 
shoulders  than  those  of  Roswell  who 
comes  fresh  from  the  people  with  a  rous- 
ine  majority  and  a  big  rural  vote.  Both 
wings  of  the  party  would  work  in  har- 
mony with  such  a  candidate,  and  though 
he  has  not  yet  made  such  a  record  as 
Mr.  Cleveland  on  the  tariff,  he  is  in  line 
with  his  party  on  that  question  and  per- 
haps even  more  acceptable  to  the  South 
and  West  on  the  silver  issue  than  his 
Buffalo  predecessor  in  the  governor's 
chair. 

Flower  and  Boies  would  make  a  pret- 
ty strong  pair,  while  some  contend  that 
Boies  is  big  enough  to  head  the  ticket 
himself.  He  is  not,  however,  so  well 
known  as  Flower,  and  this  acquaintance 
may  count  for  more  than  brains  in  the 
convention.  Gorman,  though  an  astute 
party  leader,  would  be  no  more  sure  to 
carry  New  York,  and  would  find  much 
opposition  elsewhere  from  the  independ- 
ent element  of  his  party.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  New  York  Sun  has  taken  his 
boom  under  its  personal  care  and  pro- 
tection, there  are  many  very 
good  democrats  who  would  »not 
vote  for  the  Maryland  senator,  and  the 
worst  feature  of  it  all  is  that  some  of 
them  who  feel  this  way  know  him  very 
well.  He  has  never  been  charged  with 
a  high  regard  for  the  purity  of  the  ballot, 
and  although  his  greatest  victory  was 
won  this  year  under  the  Australian  sys- 
tem of  voting,  yet  should  he  be  made 
the  standard-bearer  in  a  national  cam- 
paign the  ghost  of  the  past  would  camp 
on  his  party's  trail.  Pattison,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, is  loaded  with  luck  rather  than 
greatness,  and  that  state  is  sure  to  be 
numbered  on  the  other  side,  no  matter 
whom  the|democrats  may  name.  Ohio, 
too,  is  a  surely  republican  state  in  a 
presidential  contest,  and  so  when  the 
field  is  fully  canvassed  it  is  more  than 
likely  to  be  discovered  in  the  end  that 
there  is  no  more  available  man  than  the 
every-day,  all-around  and  well-loved 
Roz  Flower,  of  New  York,  who  comes 
with  the  prestige  of  success  and  in  the 
full  bloom  of  victory.

The  late  decision  of  Judge  Ensign    in 
the  district  court  in    respect    to  the  ille- 
gality ol  the  sanitary  sewer  assessments 
in  the  Second  division  opens  a  new  ques- 
tion with  the  board  of  public  works.     Mr. 
Wright,  who  was  the  attorney  in  this  im- 
portant case,  is  of    opinion  that  the  city 
charter  gives  the    board    full  power    to 
charge  the  bulk  of    the    assessments    to 
the  general  fund,  as   the  decisions  of  the 
state  court  rule  that    property    shall  not 
he  assessed  in  such  cases  unless  a  direct 
benefit  is  obtained. 

If  this  is  true,  then  the  board  of  public 
works  should  so  arrange  their  books  as 
to  make  the  property  now  improperly 
assessed  pay  its  proportionate  tax  later 
on.  The  issue  made  was  under  no  feel- 
ing of  antagonism,  nor  to  retard  the 
city's  development,  as  private  expendi- 
tures in  the  improvement  of  the  property 
in  question  would  confirm.  It  is  as  well 
for  the  security  of  the  board's  official  re- 
lations to  the  taxpayers,  and  the  latter's 
equitable  obligations,  that  Judge  Ensign 
promptly  accepted  Mr.  Wright's  argu- 
ments to  stop  future  unnecessary  liti- 
gation.

The  history  of  the  building  of  a  rail- 
road is  full  of  interesting  chapters,  be- 
ginning with  the  struggles  of  the  far- 
seeing  projectors  and  ending  in  the 
triumph  of  a  well  organized  and  equipped 
road.

M.  Peyton,  treasurer;  James  Bardon,  sec- 
retary. 

"The  object  is  to  build  a  railroad  to

"The  building  of  the  road  would  open 
to  the  markets  of  Lake  Superior  and 
^''ichigan  the  great  wheat  fields  of  the 
Northwest,  including  those  of  the  Sas- 
katchewan, as  well  as  all  the  business  in- 
cident to  half  a  million  sturdy  settlers 
in  Manitoba;  and  while  affording  the

The  last  issue  of  the  Iron  Atje,  of  New 
York,  the  representative  iron  trade  jour- 
nal of  America,  has  as  its  Icadinj;  edi- 
torial from  the  pen  of  Geo.  W.  Cope,  its 
associate  editor,  an  article  under  the  cap- 
tion "At  the  Head  of  the  Lakes,"  which 
is  so  fair  a  summary  and  candid  a  con- 
fession of  future  greatness  outside  New 
York,  that  The  Herald  copies  nearly  the 
entire  article,  all  it  has  space  for. 

It  is  as  follows: 

"The  people  who  have  cast    their  for- 
tunes   into      the      current     of      events 
at  the  west  end  of    Lake    Superior  are 
credited  with    rather    more    than    the 
averajie  local  piide.     It  is,    indeed,    the 
fi^eneral    impression    that    a    Duluth  or 
West  Superior  man  is  a 'boomer"  of  the 
rankest  type.    Those  who  are  prejudiced 
by  such    a    feeling  against   seeking  to 
know   something      about    the    progress 
made  there  are,  however,  making  a  seri- 
ous mistake.    Chicago   passed  through 
just    such    an    experience    and    gained 
thereby  the  name  of    'Windy  City,'    be- 
cause every  Chicago  man  was  'blowing' 
of  what  his  city  was    doing.    Time  has 
more  than  realized  the   predictions    and 
those  who  decry  the  advantages  of  loca- 
tion at  the  head  of  Lake  Superior  with- 
out careful  personal  investigation  are  li- 
able to  the  commission  of  errors  similar 
to  many  made  in  early  Chicago. 

"\'ery  few  localities  in  this  country  are 
growing  more  rapidly  in  population  and 
manufacturing  and  commercial  entei- 
prises  than  the  district  bordering  on  the 
narbor  of  Duluth.  The  natural  advan- 
tages of  its  location  at  the  extreme  west- 
ern end  of  lake  navigation  have  long 
been  seen  but  time  was  required  for  rail- 
way facilities  as  well  as  the  tilling  of 
the  back  country  with  settlers.  The 
start  has  been  made  in  such  shape  that 
it  is  not  surprising  that  Duluth  and 
West  Superior  are  growing  by  leaps  and 
bounds.  The  great  wheat  producing 
section  is  now  the  extreme  Northwest, 
and  for  this  a  Lake  Superior  port  is  the 
natural  outlet.  The  iron  mines  of  Min- 
nesota also  meet  lake  navigation  not  far 
from  Duluth,  and  a  new  range  being  de- 
veloped, will  probably  ship  the  coming 
year  from  Duluth  itself.  This  wheat 
and  ore  trade  will  grow  steadily,  year 
by  year,  and  it  can  never  be  diverted  to 
another  locality. 

"The  manufacturing  advantages  are 
greater  than  would  be  supposed.  Be- 
cause of  the  low  coal  freights,  the  fuel 
question  is  no  problem  whatever."  Prox- 
imity to  rich  iron  ores  and  cheap  fuel 
make  this  a  good  location  for  blast  fur- 
naces and  steel  works.  The  pioneers  in 
this  line  are  getting  to  work  and  develop- 
ments will  be  carefully  watched.  Im- 
portant enterprises  are  known  to  be  in 
contemplation,  which  will  be  put  in  effect 
as  soon  as  these  pioneers  have  demon- 
strated the  success  of  their  location. 

"The  manufacturing  interests  are  al- 
ready remarkably  varied.  Duluth  pos-. 
sesses  immense  car  shops,  which  are 
now  getting  into  proper  shape;  a  blast 
furnace  making  the  first  coke  iron  on 
Lake  Superior;  sawmills  among  the  larg- 
est and  best  equipped  in  the  world;  the 
most  modern  tiour  mills  of  great  capac- 
ity; a  wagon  factory,  already  great  and 
projected  on  a  scale  that  will  make  it 
one  of  the  largest;  foundries  and  ma- 
chine shops,  supplied  with  great  facili- 
ties; refrigerator  works  of  large  capacity; 
furniture  factories;  sawmill  and  engine 
builders.  West  Superior  has  one  of  the 
largest  steel  shipyards  on  the  lakes;  Bes- 
semer steel  works  and  plate  and  struc- 
tural mills,  the  most  important  north  of 
Milwaukee;  a  stove  foundry  of  consider- 
able size;  the  only  pipe  foundry  in  the 
Northwest,  and  numerous  smaller  indus- 
tries. A  drydock  is  being  built  to  handle 
the  largest  vessels. 

"The  water  power  of  the  St.  Louis 
river,  within  a  few  miles  of  Duluth,  is 
one  of  the  greatest  on  the  continent. 
With  the  great  advantages  which  have 
been  made  of  late  in  the  transmission  of 
energy,  it  is  expected  that  this  power 
will  be  used  for  many  purposes  at  points 
scattered  along  the  St.  Louis  valley."

THE  BIG  FURNACE. 


Do'wn  to  Business  After  a  Wearisome 
Series  of  Experiments. 
The  big  blast  furnace  at  West  Duluth 
has  at  last  been  brought  into  excellent 
working  order  and  is  now  turning  out 
100  tons  of    Bessemer  pig  iron  per  day. 

In  a  few  days  the  amount  of  the  product 
will  be  increased.  Expert  Richards,  of 
Chicago,  one  of  the  best  men  in 
blast  furnace  practise  in  the 
country,  has  been  looking  over 
the  furnace  for  some  time  back  and 
has  found  that  not  only  was  there  a  chill, 
but  that  several  little  things  conspired  to 
make  trouble,  among  them  the  manner 
of  the  distribution  of  the  charge,  so  that 
some  of  the  pig  turned  out  was  not  Bes- 
semer. Many  of  the  delicate  chemical 
adjustments  have  had  to  be  changed 
somewhat. 

The  iron  is  being  shipped  to  the  steel 
plant  across  the  bay  and  in  about  two 
weeks  the  Bessemer  converters  and  plate 
rolling  mill  will  be  set  at  work.  The 
furnace  will  sooii  increase  its  capacity  to 
125  tons  daily,  and  today  it  advertises 
for  15  additional  men.

Secretary  Thompson,  of  the  chamber 
of  commerce,  has  been  asked  to  make  a 
report  to  the  chamber  next  Tuesday  be- 
fore an  open  meeting  to  report  the  pro- 
gress on  the  terminial  question.  Al- 
though the  report  will  probably  not  be 
a  lengthy  or  elaborate  one  it  will  un- 
doubtedly show  a  much  more  encourag- 
ing state  of  affairs  than  many  people 
believe. 

Mr.  Thompson  was  asked  this  morn- 
ing what  he  thought  of  the  alleged  inter- 
view in  oneof  the  morning  papers  with  A. 
Harrington,  in  which  that  gentleman  is 
made  to  say  that  the  property  to  be 
thrown  into  a  terminal  pool  by  the  St. 
Paul  lS:  Duluth  and  Northern  Pacific  will 
be  valued  at  $t>.ooo,cioo.  ami  that  the  roads 
using  it  will  have  to  pay  the  enormous 
annual  rental  of  $300,000.'  "I  would  like 
to  know,"  said  the  secretary,  "where  Mr. 
Harrington,  or  anyone  else,  gets  his  in- 
form.ition  in  regard  to  values.  It  is  only 
a  little  while  since  Mr.  Harrington  was 
quoted  as  saving  that  the  property 
would  be  valued  at  $12,000,000. 
Mr.  Long  and  myself  met 
Mr.  Oakes  in  Chicago  only  a  few  days 
ago  and  that  gentleman  told  us  that  he 
hadn't  any  idea  as  to  the  valuation  yet, 
for  the  simple  reason  that  ithad  not  been 
decided  just  what  land  would  be  used  in 
the  terminal  scheme. 

"He  also  told  us  that  ro.ids  would  not 
be  charged  a  rental  on  property  that  they 
would  have  no  use  for.  For  instance, 
the  company  intends  to  ultimately  have 
a  terminal  system  clear  through  to  Fond 
du  Lac.  yet  it  must  not  charge  a  railroad 
coming  in  over  the  Northern  Pacific 
bridge  rental  for  that  part  of  the  system 
between  here  and  Fond  du  Lac,  if  it  had 
no  use  for  it.

The  Bank  Lands  to  be  IncorDorated  as 
a  Parent  Company. 
The  recently-purchased  "bank  lands," 
as  they  are  called,  bought  by  Messrs. 
Hale,  Gridley,  A.  R.  Merritt  and  others 
this    week    from    the    Security  bank  of 

Minneapolis,  contain  something  over 
3000  acres  of  excellent  iron  lands  on  the 
Mesaba  in  58-16  and  17.  The  purchasers 
are  now  organizing  a  company,  to  be 
called,  probably,  the  "Mesaba  Central 
Security  company"  or  "Mesaba  Central 
iron  companv,"  which  will  have  a  nominal 
capitalofprobably$ioo,C)oo,and  which  will 
stand  as  a  parent  company  to  others  that 
may  be  formed  with  larger  capital  to 
work  the  lands  included  in  ihe  deal.  It 
will  lease  the  properties  to  these  com- 
panies, of  which  there  will  be  several,  as 
to  individuals  and  the  projectors  believe 
thev  will  have  the  best  organization  on 
the  Mesaba  range. 

It  is  not  probable  that  any  one  outside 
those  immediately  interested — and  per- 
haps not  they  themselves — realize 
to  any  extent  the  richness  of 
the  Mesaba  range  or  the  value  to  Du- 
luth of  these  late  discoveries.  There  are 
now  at  least  half  a  dozen  men  of  Duluth, 
who  each  actuallv  own  as  much  iron  ore 
in  sight  as  the  Minnesota  Iron  company, 
with  its  capital  stock  of  $16,000,000.  ever 
claimed  to  OAfh.  They  each  have  prob- 
ably more  ore  actually  in  sight  than  the 
Minnesota  ever  had.  And  not  alone 
this,  but  the  lands  along  the  .Mesaba  are 
now  almost  wholly  owned  and  controlled 
by  hundreds  of  Duluth  men,  nearly  all  of 
whom  will  be  liable  to  reap  rich  harvests 
at  some  time  in  the  near  future.

They  will  by  this 
keep  both  their  mines  and  their  railway 
steadily  at  work  all  the  year  round,  and 
will  not  be  obliged  to  resort  to  the  get- 
ting together  of  stockpiles  to  keep  their 
men  busy.  As  a  matter  of  fact  there 
will  be  no  need  of  stockpiles  at  these 
Mesaba  mines,  for  the  majority  of  them 
are  stockpiles  already  and  can  be 
shipped  by  steam  shovels,  at  a  cost  per 
ton  for  mining  and  shipping  a  dollar  less 
than  in  any  mines  on  the  present  Lake 
Superior  ranges,  except  in  the  case  of  a 
few  scattered  and  individual  mines.

The  ^ood  part  ot  Christmas  is  not  al- 
ways Christian— it  is  generally  pagan;

Christinas  is  a  good  day  to  forgive  and 
forget,  a  good  day  to  throw  away  prej- 
udices and  hatreds,  a  good  day  to  fill 
your  heart  and  your  house  and  the  hearts 
and  houses  of  others  with  sunshine.

New  York,  Dec.  28.— The  Washing- 
ton correspondent  of  the  Herald  tele- 
graphs that  paper  as  follows:  I  have 
obtained  the  most  valuable  mformation 
that  has  yet  been  made  public  regarding 
the  Chilean  affair.  There  is  no  question 
that  the  administration  fully  expects  a 
refusal  of  Chile  to  comply  with  the  de- 
mands for  an  apology  and  indemnity  and 
is  leady  to  ask  congress  for  power  to 
declare  war,  for  which  preparations  have 
been  and  are  still  being  made.  Chile, 
feeling  that  she  is  in  the  right,  is  deter- 
mined not  to  apologize,  even  at  the  can- 
non's mouth,  buch  is  the  situation  upon 
the  diplomatic  chess  board.  Chile  has 
not  yet  asked  for  arbitration,  but  it  is 
known  to  the  cabinet  and  to  your  corre- 
spondent that  she  is  likely  to  do  so. 

Minister  Montt,  the  Chilean  minister 
here,  has  all  along  seriously  doubted  the 
intention  of  this  government  to  declare 
war  in  event  of  Chile's  refusal  to  accede 
to  our  demands.  Today,  however,  he 
realized  his  mistake  and  the  result  was 
that  he  cabled  to  President  Montt  that 
the  situation  here  was  very  serious,  that 
this  goverument  ment  fight,  and  that  the 
navy  was  rapidly  being  placed  on  a  war 
footing.  This  in  itself  is  startling  news 
and  there  is  more  of  the  same  sort.  Not 
only  has  the  navy  been  made  available 
in  event  of  hostilities,  but  great  activity 
has  taken  place  in  the  army  and  both  de- 
partments are  now  ready  to  act  in  con- 
cert at  a  moment's  notice. 

I  have  it  that  Admiral  Gerhardi  will 
be  placed  in  command  of  the  naval 
forces.  It  is  also  pretty  definitely 
settled  that  Gen.  Miles  will  have  com- 
mand of  the  land  forces.  The  plans 
have  already  been  majle  to  promptly 
move  10,000  troops.  The  men  have 
been  selected,  the  transports  provided 
and  all  is  ready  to  place  this  force  on 
Chilean  soil  very  soon  after  war  is  for- 
mally declared.  It  is  proposed  to  take 
these  troops  from  the  regular  service. 
The  Western  forts  which  they  will  leave 
will  be  garrisoned  by  militia  and  volun- 
teer frontiersmen.  Some  of  them  will 
embark  at  San  1"  rancisco,  others  at  Gal- 
veston, New  Orleans,  Key  West  and 
other  Southern  ports. 

Of  course  a  proposition  to  arbitrate 
would  seriously  interfere  with  all  this. 
Minister  Montt,  who  is  an  exceedingly 
cautious  man  and  who  knows  the  diffi- 
culties of  advising  the  home  govern- 
ment when  it  is  not  believed  there  that 
this  government  means  war,  has  at  last 
suggested  to  President  Montt  the  pro- 
priety and  advisability  of  asking  this 
government  to  lay  all  the  facts  in  con- 
nection witn  ths  Baltimore  case  before  a 
board  of  arbitration.  I  am  told  there  is 
considerable  doubt  as  to  just  how  this 
suggestion  will  be  received. 

THE  NAPOLEON  OF  CRANKS. 

He  Wanted  to  Butcher  G.  W.  Childs.'for 
Holiday  Amusement. 
Philadelphia,  Dec.  28.— A  man  giv- 
ing his  name  as  J.  Bonaparte  entered  the 
office  of  George  W.  Childs  on  Saturday 
afternoon  and  demanded  to  see  Mr. 
Childs.  In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  the 
nature  of  his  business,  the  man  replied: 
"I  intend  to  kill  him."  Upon  being  in- 
tercepted by  the  clerk,  the  fellow  drew 
a  murderous  knife,  but  whatever  his  in- 
tentions, he  evidently  changed  his  mind 
when  he  saw  several  other  clerks  com- 
ing to  him  and  made  his  escape.  Later 
the  man  was  arrested  and  examined  by 
a  physician,  who  said  that  he  was  un- 
doubtedly insane.  He  was  then  sent  to 
the  Pennsylvania  hospital. 

Cow  Boys  Make  Others  Sing. 
San  Antonio,  Tex.,  Dec.  28.— A  half 
dozen  cow  boys  took  possession  of  the 
south  bound  train  on  the  International  & 
Great  Northern  road,  forty  miles  north  of 
here  Saturday  night.  They  boarded  the 
train  at  Buda  station  and  their  first  act 
was  to  force  a  Chicago  drummer  off  the 
rnoving  train  because  he  wore  a  red  cra- 
vat and  high  silk  hat.  They  then  con- 
tinued their  depredations  by  making  a 
number  of  young  ladies  in  the  puUman 
car  sing  for  them.  They  enforced  all 
their  demands  with  drawn  pistols.  They 
ruled  the  train  for  twenty  miles,  when 
they  stepped  off  at  a  way  station. 

Panic  in  an  English  Theater. 
London,  Dec.  28.— The  Royal  theater 
in  Gateshead,  county  Durham,  last  night 
was  the  scene  of  a  frightful  panic,  in 
which  at  least  ten  persons,  including  nine 
children,  were  killed  outright  and  many 
were  iniured.  The  sight  of  a  slight 
blaze  caused  by  a  man  in  the  audience 
dropping  a  lighted  match  on  the  saw- 
dust covered  floor  caused  someone  to 
start  the  cry  of  fire,  and  the  fatal  panic 
at  once  ensued.  The  fire  was  quickly 
extinguished  without  damage. 

Foot  Race  Winners. 
St.  Louis,  Dec.  28. — George  Cart- 
wright  of  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  won  the 
six  days  go-as-you-please  race  which  ter- 
minated here  last  night.  His  score  was 
502  miles  and  three  laps.  Pete  Head- 
man, of  New  York,  was  second,  500  miles 
and  14  laps  and  Glick,  o£  Philadelphia, 
third,  472  miles. 


Most  Destructive  Fire  In  Two 
Visits  the  Bay  State  Oity. 
Boston,  Dec.  28.— The  most  destruc- 
tive fire  which  has  raged  in  this  city  sihce 
the  Thanksgiving:  day  blaze  of  1889,  oc- 
curred last  night.  It  was  of  a  somewhat 
extended  area  and  for  a  time  threatened 
millions  of  dollars  worth  of  surrounding 
property.  The  total  loss  is  about  $500,- 
000.  Tne  structu  re  burned  is  the  4-story 
and  a  half  brick  building  with  a  frontage 
at  133  and  13$  and  at  I4«  Federol  street, 
the  rear  forming  a  continuous  structure 
on  Federal  court  #ith  a  side  frontage  of 
fifty  feet  on  Milton  ylacc.  It  is  owned 
by  the  Revere  heirs  and  is  damaged  to 
the  extent  of  $1:15,000.  Fully  insured. 
The  portion  of  the  building  with  a  front- 
age at  141  Federa.l  and  with  a  rear  side 
fronting  on  Milton  place,  was  occupied 
by  Parker,  Holmes  &  Co.,  shoe  jobbers, 
whose  loss  is  about  $150,000,  fully  cov- 
ered by  insurance.  A  portion  of  the 
frontage  at  1:33  and  135  Federal  street 
was  occupied  by  Hosmer  Codding  & 
Co.,  boot  and  shoo  and  rubber  jobbers, 
whose  loss  is  estimated  at  frcmi  $200,000 
to  $225,000,  well,  but  not  fully  covered 
by  insurance.    Cause  of  fire  unknown. 

TO  SUCCEED  PLUMB. 

Major  Hudson  cif  the  Topeka  Capital 
May  Be  Chosen. 
Topeka,  Kas.  28.— Unless  all  the 
signs  are  deceptive  the  next  United 
States  senator  from  Kansas  will  be  Ma- 
jor G.  K.  Hudson,  editor  of  the  Topeka 
Capital.  Ex-Congressman  Perkins  is 
still  in  the  race  and  so  is  Benjamin 
Simpson,  but  Hudson  is  strong  in  the  in- 
dorsement of  the  Grand  Army,  the  re- 
publican press  ard  the  workers.  Bets  of 
two  to  one  are  offered  on  his  success 
with  no  takefs.  A  delegation  headed  by 
George  R.  Peck  today  laid  Hudson's 
claim  before  Governor  Humphrey,  who 
listened  with  deep  attention,  but  gave  no 
sign  as  to  his  determination. 

Would  Die  Together. 
Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  Dec.  28.— Yester- 
day W.  B.  McGregor,  a  newspaper  re- 
porter, and  Leah  Benjamin,  aged  17, 
who  were  secretly  married  two  months 
ago,  took  morphine  with  suicidal  intent. 
McGregor  was  <lead  when  found;  the 
girl  may  recove '.  No  cause  is  known 
for  the  act  other  than  the  secret  of  their 
marriage.  

Victoria's  Son-in-Law^. 
London,  Dec.  :j8.— His  royal  highness 
Prince  Christian  of  Schleswig-Holstein, 
the  husband  of  the  princess  Helena 
Augusta  Victoria  third  daughter  of  the 
queen  of  England,  who  while  out  shoot- 
ing had  a  narrow  escape  from  accidental 
death  on  Saturda  yr  last  at  the  hands  of 
the  duke  of  Conniught,  third  son  of  the 
queen,  is  said  to  be  recovering.

Little   Doiiigr  at  Washington  Except 

Department  Routine  During  the 

Recess  of  Congress. 


Navy  Department  Getting  in  Shape  to 

Tie  a  Bow  Knot  With  the  Shoe 

String  Republic. 


The  First  of  the  Year  Will  Find  Sev- 
eral Important  Vacancies  for  the 
President  to  Fill. 


Washington,  Dec.  28. — The  usual 
holiday  quiet  for  the  week  between 
Christmas  and  New  Year  now  prevails, 
and  little  of  general  interest  will  be  done 
till  congress  re-convpnes  and  begins  the 
long  bi-ennial  grind.  The  probabilities 
are  that  the  session  will  last  far  into  the 
summer,  if  not  until  the  frost  is  again 
upon  the  pumpkin,  and  the  country 
members  hasten  home  to  the  harvest  or 
the  campaign  that  will  then  be  on. 


Some  Vacancies. 
The  first  day  of  January,  1893,  there 
will  be  three  vacancies  on  the  interstate 
commerce  commission,  owing  to  the 
resignation  of  Judge  Cooley,  of  Michi- 
gan, the  death  of  Mr.  Bragg,  of  Alabama, 
and  the  expiration  of  the  commission  of 
Mr.  Morrison,  of  Illinois.  It  is  authori- 
tatively stated  that  Mr.  Morrison  will  be 
reappointed.

In  both  cases  the  estimates  were  too 
low,  thoujjh  on  the  whole  only  $10,000,- 
000  out  of  the  way,  and  this  difference  is 
more  than  accounted  for  by  legislation 
enacted  after  the  treasury  report  con- 
taining the  estimates  was  made.  The 
refunding  of  direct  taxes  to  the  states 
was  among  these  later  laws.

SILVER  .\XD  GOLD  COIX.\nE. 
As  silver  coinage  was  a  year  ago  and 
is  to  be  again  this  winter  one  of  the  lead- 
ing problems  for  congress  to  deal  with, 
while  also  occupying  a  prominent  posi- 
tion among  the  issues  of  the  impending 
presidential  campaign,  a  brief  statement 
of  the  laws  heretofore  prevailing  for  the 
minting  of  both  precious  metals  by  our 
government  is  apropos. 

From  the  beginning  of  our  constitu- 
tional government  until  1853  both  silver 
and  gold  were  freely  coined  in  unlimited 
quantities.  From  1853  till  1873  the  coin- 
age of  both  remained  unlimited  with  a 
charge  by  the  government  of  one-half  of 
I  per  cent  for  minting  them.  In  1873  a 
bill  stopping  the  coinage  of  silver  was 
quietly  put  through  congress,  and  for 
five  years  thereafter  none  was  received 
at  the  mints.  Then  in  1878  the  Bland 
bill,  fathered  by  the  gentleman  from 
Missouri,  who  in  the  present  congress  is 
chairman  of  the  coinage  committee,  and 
providing  for  the  coining  of  not  less 
than  2,000,000  nor  more  than  4,000,000 
silver  dollars  per  month,  was  passed. 
This  bill  remained  in  effect,  the  mini- 
mum amount  being  always  coined,  until 
it  was  superseded  by  the 
law  enacted         by         the         last 

congress  requiring  the  government 
to  purchase  4,500,000  ounces  of  silver 
each  month  for  which  silver  certificates 
are  issued  to  the  limit  of  its  bullion  value. 
As  the  market  value  of  silver  is  between 
95  and  q6  cents  an  ounce,  the  volume  of 
currency  issued  under  this  law  is  ap- 
proximately ?54.ooo,ooo  a  year,  or  S30,- 
000,000  more  than  the  annual  coinage  of 
silver  from  1878  till  the  present  time. 
From  1871  till  187?  a  charge  of  one-fifth 
of  one  per  cent  was  made  for  the  coin- 
age of  gold,  and  since  the  latter  date  it 
has  been  free  to  all. 

Thus  the  two  metals  have  kept  pretty 
close  company  for  a  hundred  years,  and 
are  becoming  more  intimate  again  of 
late.  During  the  first  half  century  of 
our  national  existence  the  world's  an- 
nual output  ot  gold  was  multiplied  many 
fold,  while  in  the  last  two  decades  the 
annual  output  of  silver  hasbeen  doubled. 
Yet  in  the  period  since  the  gold  discov- 
eries in  California  and  Australia  forty 
years  ago  the  world  has  produced  $1,- 
500,000,000  more  gold  than  silver,  and 
from  1852  to  1872  the  value  of  the  an- 
nual output  of  gold  was  treble  that  of 
the  cheaper  metal.  Under  these  condi- 
tions it  is  impossible  that  either 
can  be  demonetized  again,  but  as 
gold  is  the  money  of  England 
and  England  is  the  banker  for  the 
world,  the  values  there  established  must 
rule  in  commercial  nations  while  such 
financial  supremacy  is  maintained.  If 
the  governments  of  Europe  would  give 
free  coinage  to  silver  we  could  safely 
and  advantageously  do  the  same,  but 
with  the  increased  output  of  recent 
years  the  undertaking  with  the  present 
ratio  of  the  metals  would  be  too  great 
for  us  to  assume  alone.  .Such  coinage 
would  not,  however,  ruin  the  country,  for 
the  soil  is  rich,  and  the  rain  and  sunshine 
would  still  be  with  us,  but  the  possibili- 
ties of  a  depreciated  currency  are  not 
alluring  to  business  interests,  while  its 
actual  presence  would  be  disastrous  to  a 
mvriad  industries.

Mr.  Keller  is  already  the  inventor  of  a 
successful  binding  twine  machine  with 
which  any  farmer  and  his  hired  man  can 
make  enough  twine  on  a  rainy  day  to 
run  the  ranch  a  year,  and  we  have  no 
doubt  he  can  lay  out  the  earth 
with  an  electric  plow  at  the 
rate  of  a  townsite  a  day  if  he  harnesses 
his  mind  to  the  heroic  task.  The  sena- 
tor from  Stearns  was  cast  in  no  nriean  or 
dastard  mold.  *Vith  correct  ideas  alike 
in  art  and  science,  with  an  exhuber- 
ant  fancy,  and  with  ambidextrous 
oratorical  powers  that  afford  his  hearers 
a  duplex  joy,  Henry  likewise  possesses 
the  audacity  of  genius  and,  giving  wing 
to  his  muse,  floods  the  world  with  re- 
sonant delight.  As  eagles  among  the 
birds  of  the  air  so  are  his  thoughts 
among  the  thoughts  of  men.  From  his 
intellectual  aerie  he  pounces  down  upon 
the  timeservers  and  hirelings  of  earth  to 
lift  them  from  their  groveling  state  to 
higher  and  more  refined  emotions.

Dar  S.  Hall,  ex-menibcr  of  congress 
from  this  state  and  at  present  commis- 
sioner in  charge  of  the  Chippewa  allot- 
ments under  the  new  law,  is  in  town  to- 
day. 

"My  visit  is  made,"  said  Mr.  Hall,  "for 
the  purpose  of  trying  to  get  the  Fond  du 
Lac  Indians  to  quit  the  reservation  and 
lake  homes  on  the  White  Earth,  where 
therej  are  exceedingly  feriiie  lands. 
1  expect  it  will  take  quite  a  tmie  to  get 
them  all  to  go,  as  Indians  are  very  re- 
luctant to  make  a  change.  1  shall  be 
here  off  and  on  through  the  winter  and 
shall  try  to  induce  the  Bois  Fortes,  of 
Lake  Vermilion,  and  the  Grand  Portage 
Indians  also  to  go  to  White  Earth. 
Within  the  past  week  a  few  of  the  In- 
dians at  Clouuet  have  gone  to  White 
Earth. 

"I  have  just  come  from  Mille  Lacs 
reservation.  Indians  are  the  most  stub- 
bom  and  they  are  also  the  ones  we  are 
very  anxious  should  make  a  change. 
The  Indians  at  Cloquet,  Tower  and 
Portage  can,  if  they  choose,  take  up 
lands  where  they  are."  Mr.  Hall  goes  to 
Cloquet  this  afternoon. 

The  ex-congressman  talked  a  few 
minutes  on  national  politics.  He  thought 
that  Mr.  Crisp's  house  committees  were 
quite  satisfactorily  made  up,  all  things 
considered,  although  he  had  been  a  bit 
surprised  in  not  seeing  the  Northwest 
cut  much  of  a  ligure  on  them.  "But 
then,"  he  observed,  "Crisp  had  to  put  on 
the  committees  the  men  who  voted  for 
him."  Mr.  Hall  seems  to  think  that 
Perkins,  the  attorney,  would  make  a 
good  man  to  fill  the  boots  of  ex-Senator 
Plumb,  and  has  very  httle  time  or  sym- 
pathy to  waste  on  men  who,  as  he  says, 
like  Ingalls,  sulk  because  their  own  per- 
sonal desires  are  not  always  fulfilled. 

THE  NEW  CUTTER. 


New  Duluth  Notes. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  sidewalk  being 
laid  this  week,  says  the  Pioneer.  It 
amounts  to  about  lo  blocks. 

The  congregationalists  are  tryimj  to 
put  a  furnace  in  their  new  church.  They 
expect  considerable  help  from  Duluth  in 
paying  for  the  new  church. 

At  the  meeting  of  catholics  about  60 
members  of  the  catholic  church  besides 
children  were  found.  It  was  decided  to 
take  steps  at  once  toward  holding  ser- 
vices. The  catholics  will  not  make  anv 
preparation  toward  building  a  church 
until  spring. 

The  cabmet  shop  at  the  Refrigerator 
works  is  beginning  to  run  lively.  Man- 
ager Mahoney  is  busy  and  the  supplies 
are  rapidly  coming  from  the  machine 
shop,  where  Mr.  Blandon  may  be  found 
very  busy,  and  the  experienced  men  are 
cutting  and  shaping  the  refrigerator 
boxes.  The  tin  shop  has  not  begun 
active  operations.  A  little  work  has 
been  done  in  finishing.  The  entire  fac- 
tory will  be   running  steadily  by  Jan.  10. 

Using  the  U.  D. 
T.  W.  Hoopes  was  quoted  as  follows 
by  a  morning  paper  in  a  discussion  of 
terminal  matters  in  which  he  echoed  the 
fear  that  terminal  charges  of  the  pro- 
posed St.  Paul  &  Duluth-Northern  Pa- 
cific company  would  be  too  heavy: 

The  Iron  Kansc  is  now  sufforinj;  from  tho  ex- 
orbitant cliarAres  anil  I  heliflve  thoy  will  tind  it 
uoceseary  for  them  to  stop  at  Lake  avenue. 

Asked  of  this  President  Carpenter,  of 
the  Iron  Range,  said:  "We  have  not  the 
slightest  fault  to  find  at  present  with  the 
charges  at  the  depot.  Everything  has 
been  as  moderate  as  we  could  desire. 
What  may  occur  when  the  new  depot 
building  is  finish^  and  in  use  we  do  not 
know.  No  price  has  yet  been  made  for 
the  use  of  depot  privileges  then.  We 
sincerely  hope  it  will  be  all  right."

Government  Vessels  on  Lake  Superior 
That  Will  be  Valuable. 

Lieut.  Carden,  of  the  United  States 
revenue  marine  service,  who  has  been 
expected  here  to  look  over  the  shipyard 
of  the  American  Steel  Barge  company, 
has  with  him  Jhe  plans  for  six  steel  rev- 
enue cutters,  three  for  lake  service  and 
three  for  the  Pacific.  Is  is  hoped  to 
have  all  built  on  the  lakes.  At  all  events 
three  w  ill  be.  The  new  boats  are  to  be 
revenue  cutters,  but  they  are  to  be  war 
vessels  as  well.  Under  the  18 12  treaty 
with  Great  Britain  the  United  States  can 
maintain  out  one  war  ship  on  the  lakes, 
but  can  have  as  many  revenue  cutters  as 
are  wanted.  No  restriction  is  placed  on 
either  size  or  style  of  these  cutters  and 
they  will  be  built  so  as  to  be  classed 
properly  under  the  head  of  reserve 
cruisers.  Of  course  the  vessels  will  be 
built  primarily  as  revenue  boats,  to  take 
the  place  of  vessels  of  the  type  of  the 
old  Andy  Johnson,  that  has  graced   the 

Sort  of  Duluth  so  frequently.  They  will 
e  able  to  weather  storms  that  the  big 
lake  vessels  do  not  like  to  venture  into 
and  to  do  service  at  times  when  the 
Johnson  couldn't  take  care  of  herself. 

There  will  be  a  big  cutter  for  Lakes 
Michigan  and  Superior,  to  handle  the 
treasury's  business  from  Duluth  to  Chi- 
cago, and  which  will  replace  the  Andy 
Johnson,  one  like  her  for  San  Francisco, 
a  smaller  one  for  Lake  Ontario,  one  for 
Puget  Sound,  and  two  harbor  cutters  for 
Chicago  and  San  Francisco. 

The  cutter  for  Lake  Michigan  and 
Lake  Superior  will  be  a  600-ton  displace- 
ment vessel  and  will  cost  $175,000.  She 
is  to  be  1S6  feet  long,  28  feet  beam,  and 
will  draw  12  feet  of  water.  She  will  have 
a  guaranteed  speed  of  15  knots  an  hour. 
Her  engines  will  be  triple  expansion, 
with  a  steaming  radius  of  3000  knots  at 
a  10  knot  speed,  which  capacity  would 
fit  her  for  an  ocean  voyage.  Her  engines 
are  to  be  from  1200  to  1500  horse-power, 
which  will  make  her  a  very  strong  boat 
for  her  size.  She  will  have  a  flush  deck 
fore  and  aft,  with  nothing  above  the  deck 
except  the  pilot  house  and  the  light  steel 
bridge.  She  will  have  quarters  for  75 
men,  a  full  war  complement,  and  10  offi- 
cers. The  decks  will  be  strong  enough 
to  carry  a  battery  of  rapid-firing  guns, 
probably  four  6-pounders,  one  4- 
inch  gun  forward.  Seventeen  shots  a 
minute  can  be  fired  from  the  4- inch  gun 
and  25  from  the  6-pound  guns.  A 
smaller  vessel  is  to  be  of  350  tons  for 
Lake  Ontario,  to  cost  Si 00,000.  The 
Chicago  harbor  boat  is  to  be  a  big  tug, 
mounted  with  one  or  two  guns.  It  will 
cost  $40,000. 


The  Herring  Catch  Large. 
Fishermen  along  the  north  shore  of 
the  lake  from  Duluth  easterly  are  begin- 
ning to  catch  much  larger  quantities  of 
herring,  and  not  only  is  the 
local  market  supplied,  but  heavy 
shipments  will  soon  be  made 
East  and  South.  It  has  not  been  un- 
usual, during  the  last  week,  for  single 
hauls  of  400  or  500  pounds  to  be  made. 
The  fish  sell  in  the  wholesale  market 
here  at  two  cents  a  pound,  and  are  col- 
lected from  the  fishermen  by  the  pur- 
chasers. Large  outfits  like  the  Smith 
tugs  are  making  hauls  of  5000  or  6000 
pounds.  Lake  Superior  herring  are  a 
great  favorite  with  epicures  because  of 
their  fresh,  sweet  taste. 


CAN  CHAiNGE  PREDICTIONS. 

An  Innovation  That  Makes  Weather 

Prophecies  Still  More  Accurate. 

Observer  Bronson,  of  theUnited  States 

signal  station  here,  has    received  word 

from      Washington       that       he     will 

hereafter  be  allowed  to  use  his  dis- 
cretion in  the  matter  of  following 
all  the  orders  for  signals  sent  out 
from  the  central  office.  He  may  hereaf- 
ter hoist,  modify  or  lower  signals  sent  by 
telegraph  from  Washington.  Mr.  Bron- 
son also  has  supervision  over  the  minor 
offices  at  Ashland,  Washburn  and  Bay- 
field and  this  order  extends  to  these  also. 
Before  this  no  observer  at  any  station 
could  change  in  any  degree  the  orders 
for  storm  signals  sent  out,  though  he 
might  know  that  Iqcal  causes  would  ren- 
der them  valueless  in  his  district. 

Hereafter  at  all  wind  signal  stations 
the  red  pennant  will  be  used  for  the  "in- 
formation signal"  instead  of  the  yellow 
pennant,  and  at  stations  where  "caution- 
ary signals"  are  displayed  a  red  flag  with 
a  white  center  will  be  used  for  the  "cau- 
tionary signal"  instead  of  the  yellow  flag 
with  a  white  center.

New  York— The  market  is  booming  at 
a  very  livelv  rate  and  the  anticipation 
which  had  been  freely  expressed  that 
the  advance  would  stop  after  Christmas 
seems  to  have  been  mistaken.  In  the 
earlv  portion  of  last  week  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  sales  gave  evidence  of 
the  durability  of  the  movement 
towards  higher  prices  and  the 
fact  that  Z  advantage  was  taken 
of  few  days  intervening  between  the 
holidays  to  do  in  them  the  business  of  the 
week  tended  to  exaggerate  and 
strengthen  the  advance.  Today  doubt- 
less some  of  the  left  over  business  was 
also  transacted  and  this  factor  will  prob- 
ably make  a  showing  in  the  figures  of 
sales.  It  seems  to  be  a  genuine  advance 
and  there  are  no  lack  of  causes  to  ac- 
count for  it.

"Minnesota  will  in  a  few  years  have  in 
her  coffers  an  enormoas  capital."  said 
Geo.  C.  Stone,  who  came  up  from  St 
Paul  this  morning.

This    is   the  fir  St  and 
only  state  in  the  country  to  pass  si  ich    a 
law,  and  already  its  benefit  to  the     state 
and  the  public  in  general  is  to  be  s  een  in 
the  fact  that  in  a  single  day  nearly'  $2000 
has  been  paid  for  leases. 

For  $25  anybody  can  secure  for  a  year 
a  permit  to  explore  and  prospect  on  any 
40-acre  tract  owned  by  the  state  on  those 
ranges.    At  the  end  of  the  year  for  $100 
the  right  can  be    extended    for    another 
year.    At    the      end    of      either      the 
first    or    'second      year,     the       person 
who  has  been   exploring  can  secure,  as 
against  all  other  persons,  a  lease  of  the 
property   for   50  years.      The   terms  of  1 
the   lease  are   that  $100  a  year  royalty  ] 
must  be    paid    until  a   railroad    comes 
within   two  or  three  miles  of    the  prop- 
erty, and  after  that  a  royalty  of  30  cents 
per  ton  per  vear  on  at  least  5000  tons  of 
ore.    Any  person   can   take  any  number 
of  forties.    The  new  law  has  already  re- 
sulted  in   an  enormous  amount  ol   pros- 
pecting and    the    discovery  of   several 
fine   mines,  some  of  which   will  pay  an- 
nually great  sums  to  the  state.       This  is 
apparent  when   you  remember   that  the- 
Chandler,    which     occupies    only      two 
forties,  has  paid  as  highas$90,oooroyalty 

in  a  vear. 

"The  new  law  insures  the  exploration 
of  every  forty  of  state  land  in  the  two 
iron  belts,  and  if  there  is  any  iron  on  any 
of  them  it  will  be  discovered  right  away, 
instead  of  lying  unused  for  many  de- 
cades."

GARZA'S  AVARRIORS 


They  arc  Making  Thiiigs  Merry  for 

the  Military  on  the  Banlis  of 

the  Rio  tirande. 

Cout$uI  Loweda  at  Laredo   Declares 

That  Garza  is  After  Yankees 

More  Than  Greasers. 


NEW  YOllK  CONTESTS. 


Mexican  Troops  are  in  Hot  Pnrsuit, 

and  Soon  the  Little  Kevolu- 

tion  Will  Kevolve. 


Laredo.  Texas,  Dec.  29. — Thirty-three 
carloads  of  Mexican  troops,  comprising 
about  800  men  arrived   in   New   Laredo, 
Mexico,  from  Saltillo  last .  night.    This 
seems  to  indicate  that  the  reports  of  ad- 
vantages gained  along    the    border  by 
Garza  are  not  altogether  wrong.    These 
newly  arrived  troops  will    proceed  down 
the  river  at  once.    A  rumor  has  gained 
circulation  in  this  city  that  the  three  rev- 
olutionists who    were    captured    by  the 
Mexican    troops    in    the    skirmish    last 
night  were  convicted  and  shot  this  even- 
ing   at    sunset.     Inquiry    has    failed  to 
trace  the  report  to  any  reliable   source. 
Considerable    uneasiness    is    expressed 
for  a  company  of  United  States    cavalry 
which  left  last    Friday    for    some   point 
down  the  river    without  taking  a  guide. 
Nothing  has  been  heard  from  them  since 
their  departure. 

The  Mexican  authorities  deny  the  ex- 
istence of  any  serious  trouble  on  Mexi- 
can territory.  Reports  from  reliable 
sources,  however,  announce  several 
fights  with  results  favoring  the  revolu- 
tionists. The  officers  in  command  of 
Fort  Mcintosh  claim  that  all  the  losses 
have  been  on  the  Garzas  side,  but  parties 
who  know  the  facts  say  that  the  revolu- 
tionists have  had  the  best    of  every   en- 


Mexican  Consul  Lameda  has  fur- 
nished a  San  Antonio  paper  with  a 
statement  in  which  he  denies  that  Gen. 
Ruiz  Sandoval  is  in  the  mountains  of 
Coahuila  with  a  force  ready  to  join 
Garza.  Despite  Garza's  pronuncia- 
mentos  Lameda  makes  the  remarkable 
assertion  that  he  is  rather  inclined  to 
think  that  Garza's  forces  are,  and  have 
been  intended,  more  to  fight  the  govern- 
.  ment  of  the  United  States  than  that  of 
Mexico,  and  points  to  the  fact  that  the 
revolutionary  recruits  have  been  among 
the  citizens  of  this  country,  Garza  him- 
self being  one  of  them,  in  spite  of  his 
Spanish  name  and  that  of  most 
or  his  followers.  Garza,  he  claims,  organ- 
izes his  forces  on  American  territory, 
forcibly  takes  horses,  cattle  and  forage 
from  American  ranches,  obtains  amuni- 
tion  and  everything  else  from  this  coun- 
try and  finallv  fights  American  troops, 
having  killed  and  wounded  several  of 
them.  The  consul  further  asserts  that 
Garza  does  not  intend  to  invade  Mexico, 
and  only  crosses  the  Rio  Grande  when 
hard  pressed  as  was  the  case  after  the 
fight  with  Capt.  Bourke's  men. 

Diaz  company  I,  4th  cavalry,  took  up 
the  line  of  march  today  from  Ft.  Mcin- 
tosh to  assist  in  capturing  the  scattered 
cohorts  of  Garza  in  the  jungles  of  the 
lower  Rio  Grande. 


THE  BORDER  LAND. 


Military  Activities  by  the  American 
Forces  on  the  Rio  Grande. 
San  Antonio,  Tex.,  Dec.  29.— There 
is  great  activity  at  the  military  he.id- 
quarters  here  this  morning.  The  two 
troops  of  cavalry  that  have  been  ordered 
to  the  scene  of  war  on  the  frontier  by 
Gen.  David  Stanley,  commander  of  this 
department,  will  leave  tonight  on  a 
special  train.  They  will  be  equipped  for 
rough  field  service  and  well  supplied 
with  arms  and  ammunition.  Word  was 
received  from  Austin  this  morning  that 
the  state  rangers  are  preparing  to  make 
a  hurried  march  to  the  border.  Their 
duty  will  be  mostly  that  of  guard- 
ing river  crossings.  There  are 
also  a  large  force  of  special  deputy 
United  States  marshalls  stationed  at  dir- 
ferrent  points  on  the  frontier  who  have 
instructions  to  arrest  all  Mexicans  sus- 
pected of  being  revolutionists.  The  com- 
manding officer  at  Fort  Clark  was  auth- 
orized by  Gen.  Stanley  to  recall  First 
Lieut.  Charles  E.  Steel,  of  the  Eighteenth 
mfantry  from  Rio  Grande  where  he  is 
surveying.  The  transportation  facihties 
with  him  are  required  for  service  with 
the  troops  in  the  field  after  Garza. 


Dow^n  in  Argentine, 
New  York,  Dec.  29.— A  Herald  dis- 
patch from  Buenos  Ayres,  Argentine, 
says  there  is  a  spirited  struggle  in  Ro- 
sario  over  Gen,  Mitre  and  Senor  Iri- 
goyen,  the  presidential  candidates.  It 
is  expected  that  the  United  States  war- 
ship Yantic  will  arrive  in  the  Rio  Da  La 
Plata|  today.  Three  other  ships  of  the 
American  white  squadron  have  been 
sighted  off  the  coast.  The  action  of  the 
supreme  court  in  surrendering  Chiar- 
osco,  the  soldier,  to  the  military  tribunal, 
is  condemned  by  public  opinion. 


Children  Kidnapped, 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  Dec.  29.— Miss 
Hattie  Lewis,  of  this  city,  reports  her 
little  sister  and  brother,  George  and 
Annie,  as  missing.  The  parents  at 
Stephenson,  Ala.,  sent  a  blind  neighbor 
with  them  to  visit  their  sister.  While  on 
the  street  a  strange  woman  kidnapped 
the  children.  Nothing  has  been  heard 
of  them.  They  were  13  and  9  years  of 
age  respectively. 

Corbett  Applauded. 
New  York,  Dec.  29.— James  J,  Cor- 
bett, the  champion  boxer  of  California 
met  with  a  remarkable  reception  at  the 
Peoples  theater  last  night  when  he  ap- 
peared to  spar  three  rounds  with  Jim 
Dalv,  of  Philadelphia  in  the  "After 
Dark"  show.  The  spectators,  men  and 
women  alike,  showed  their  kindly  feeling 
for  the  Californian  as  against  Mitchell, 
the  Englishman,  and  thev  cheered  and 
clapped  at  Corbett  for  a  minute  before 
they  got  through.  During  the  rounds 
when  Corbett  displayed  some  of  his 
cleverest  points,  the  house  applauded 
time  and  time  again. 

McEnery  Accepts. 
New  Orleans.  Dec.  29.— James  Mc- 
Enery this  morning  sent  to  Senator 
Jones  his  letter  of  acceptance  of  the 
democratic  nomination  for  governor 
unanimously  tendered  him  by  the  Baton 
Rouge  convention.

The  Co«rt  of  Appeals  Decides  Several 
Senatorial  Cases  Today. 
Alhanv,  N,  Y.,  Dec.  29.— The  deci- 
sion in  the  election  cases  by  the  court  of 
appeals  gives  the  senate  to  the  demo- 
crats. The  Twenty-fifth  and  Twenty- 
seventh  districts  are  decided  in  favor  of 
the  republicans  and  the  Fifteenth  and 
Sixteenth  in  favor  of  the  democrats. 

The  court  decides  against  senatorial 
claimants  Peck,  E'ean  and  Sherwood  and 
declares  Derby  elected.  The  decisions 
are  as  follows:  In  the  matter  of  the  ap- 
plication of  Fran:<:  D.  Sherwood  for  a 
mandamus  against  the  state  board  of 
canvassers,  appellant;  an  appeal  from  a 
supreme  court  order  compelling  the 
board  to  count  the  returns  regardless  of 
the  eligibility  of  the  relator,  orders  of 
special  and  general  terms  reversed  and 
the  application  for  a  mandamus  denied.

Nashville,  Tenn.,  Dec,  29,— Fentress 
county,  on  the  upper  Tennessee,  is  ablaze 
with  a  sensation  which  resulted  in  the 
death  of  three  men  and  the  disgrace  of 
three  of  the  first  families  of  Tennessee, 
and  it  all  came  of  a  scandal  about  a 
woman.  Marion  and  Dave  Beatty  and 
Gwin  BowcJen  lie  dead  in  their  mansions, 
and  Edward  Harris,  their  murderer,  is  a 
fugitive  from  justice  with  a  $500  reward 
offered  for  his  apprehension  and  delivery 
at  Jamestown. 

Three  months  ago  Mary  Beatty,  sister 
of  the  dead  men  and  the  belle  of  the 
Upper  Tennessee  country,  retired  from 
society  and  people  wondered  at  her  pri- 
vacy. Then  it  became  noised  about  that 
the  lady  had  suddenly  become  a  mother, 
and  for  a  time  it  seemed  there  would  be 
trouble  over  the  scandalous  rumor.  The 
sensation  was  substantiated  some  time 
after  by  the  sudden  arrest  of  Clayborne 
Beatty,  a  banker,  and  the  richest  man  in 
the  county,  at  the  instigation  of  the  girl, 
his  daughter,  who  charged  him  with  her 
great  wrong.  This  stirred  up  a  hornet's 
nest,  and  so  fearful  were  the  jailor  and 
the  sheriff  ot  a  mob,  that  they  removed 
him  from  the  jail  and  into  another  county 
for  safe  keeping. 

Neighbors  and  friends  began  to  take 
sides,  some  with  the  wronged  girl,  others 
with  the  father.  Finally  Beatty  gave  a 
$5000  bond  and  hid  out,  Mary  Beatty 
went  to  live  with  some  distant  relations, 
Hiram  Harris'  family,  who  lived  at  Al- 
lardt  not  far  from  Jamestown.  People 
were  beginning  to  forget  the  affair,  when 
the  old  sore  broke  out  afresh  in  the  triple 
murder.  Monday  the  Harris  family  ac- 
companied by  Mary  Beatty,  came  to  town 
to  do  some  trading  and  to  appear  before 
the  grand  jury  to  indict  her  father.  The 
Beattys  were  there  with  their  friends  and 
relatives  and  mutterings  and  threats  be- 
gan to  float  about.  Court  adjourned  at 
4  o'clock  and  after  making  some  pur- 
chases the  Harris  family  and  Mary 
Beatty  started  home.  When  the  Harris 
family  left  the  court  house  yard  the 
three,  Gwin  Bowden  and  the  Beatty 
brothers,  mounted  their  horses  and  fol- 
lowed them.  One  mile  from  Jamestown 
Marion  Beatty,  several  feet  in  front  of 
his  two  companions,  road  up  to  the  side 
of  the  wagon  and  snapped  out,  "Mary  we 
have  had  enough  of  this  foolishness,  we 
want  you  to  come  home," 

The  girl  colored  visibly  and  replied, 
"I  would  rather  be  dead  than  live  with 
you  again,"  and  turning  to  young  Ed 
Harris,  who  had  stopped  the  team,  she 
ordered  him  to  drive  on.  Marion  Beatty 
commanded  the  young  fellow  to  be  still 
and  laying  his  hand  on  his  horse's  head 
said  to  Mary  with  an  oath,  "If  you  won't 

go  home  we'll  beat out  of  you,"  and 

with  that  he  cut  her  a  cruel  lash  across 
the  face  with  his  whip.  She  screamed 
and  fell  fainting  to  the  bottom  of  the 
wagon.  Young  Harris  indignantly 
sprang  to  his  feet  and  spoke  vigorously 
to  the  three.  "Take  the  same  medicine 
you  imp  of  — — ,"  said  Beatty  in  reply, 
and  he  lashed  Harris  thrice  with  the 
whip. 

Tlie  next  moment  young  Harris  had 
drawn  a  44-caliber  revolver  and  pre- 
sented it  at  Marion  and  drew  the  trigger. 
A  puff  and  a  report  and  Marion  Beatty 
fell  dead  from  his  horse  with  a  bullet 
through  his  heart.  By  this  time  Dave 
Beatty  clutched  at  Mary's  child  and  Har- 
ris struck  him  with  the  butt  of  the  revolver, 
breaking  his  skull.  Three  shots  were 
received  by  Gwin  Bowden,  and  after 
finishing  him  Harris  cooly  shot  Dave 
Beatty  through  the  head  while  that 
worthy  was  wriggling  on  the  ground. 
Harris  kissed  the  girl  twice  and  his 
mother,  and  taking  Bowden's  horse, 
fled.  His  father  drove  the 
family  home  and  the  news  spread 
about  in  a  short  time.  The  Beattys 
have  always  enjoyed  the  respect  of  the 
people  of  the  county  and  six  years  ago 
Clayborne  Beatty  was  state  representa- 
tive. He  is  extensively  engaged  in  mer- 
chandise and  lumber.  Many  people  be- 
lieve the  girl's  story  concerning  her 
father.  She  is  an  educated,  strikingly 
handsome  woman  about  20  vears  old  and 
previous  to  the  publicity  of  her  shame 
enjoyed  the  esteem  or  everyone  in  the 
vicinity.  The  report  that  Miss  Beatty 
and  young  Harris  were  married  some 
time  ago  in  Scott  county  is  current  but 
cannot  be  confirmed. 


CLOSE  OF  THE  GRAVES  TRIAL. 

The  Evidence  all  in  and  the  Judge  In- 
structs the  Jury. 

Denver,  Col.,  Dec,  29.— E.  S,  Worrel, 
was  called  ifl  lebuttal  and  testified  that 
the  bottle  was  full  when  it  was  placed 
on  the  table  in  his  house.  This  closed 
the  testimony  and  Judge  Rising  immed- 
iately began  reading  his  instructions  to 
the  jury.    He  said: 

"The  indictment  contains  three  counts. 
In  the  first  one  Dr.  Graves  is  charged 
with  having  killed  Josephine  Barnaby; 
in  the  second  count  he  his  charged  with 
killing  her  by  administering  arsenic  to 
her;  the  third  count  charges  him  with 
having  caused  her  to  take  the  poison, 
which  caused  her  death."  Judge  Rising 
then  explained  what  murdier  was  and 
continued:  "The  law  presumes  the  de- 
fendant innocent  until  he  is  proven  guilty 
without  doubt.  You  should  act  on  the 
presumption  that  he  is  innocent  until 
you  have  weighed  the  evidence.  The 
fact  that  he  has  been  indicted  is  no  evi- 
dence of  his  guilt," 

The  judge  then  proceeded  to  instruct 
the  jur>'  and  then  Mr.  Pence  adressed 
the  jury  for  prosecution. 

AWAi-  IN  INDIA. 


Congress  Convenes  at  the  Town  of  Ser- 
pents in  that  Far-off  Land. 
Bo-MBAY,  Dec.  29.  —The  Indian  national 
congress  opened  today  at  Nagpoor, 
"town  of  Serpents,"  capital  of  the  Nag- 
poor district  and  of  the  central  provinces. 
There  were  800  delegates  present, 
Charlu,  a  Brahmin,  was  electee!  presi- 
dent of  the  congress.  In  his  opening 
address  the  president  deplored  the  death 
of  Charles  Bradlaugh,  the  noted  Eng- 
lish free-thinker,  who,  he  said,  was  dur- 
ing his  life  the  champion  of  India  in  and 
out  of  the  imperial  parliament.  Presi- 
dent Charlu  urged  that  a  congress  should 
be  held  in  London  in  order  to  spread 
throughout  Great  Britain  the  doctrines 
advocated  by  the  Nagpoor  congress. 

ROBBl^fG  THE  PEASANTS. 

How  Dust  is  Sold  the  Russian  Poor  tor 
Flour. 

St,  Petersburg,  Dec.  29.— The  au- 
thorities are  appalled  at  the  display  of 
enterprise  on  the  part  of  a  Russian  news- 
paper. It  appears  that  the  urban  com-, 
mittee  of  St.  Petersburg  recently  bought 
with  city  money,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
starving,  300,000  pounds  of    barley  flour. 

The  newspaper  Novoe  Vremyaux, 
having  suspicions  as  to  the  honesty  of 
the  transaction  investigated  and  found 
that  the  purchase  was  fraudulent,  the 
greater  part  of  the  flour  being  dust  and 
other  refuse.  The  paper  published  the 
story  and  there  is  widespread  indigna- 
tion against  those  responsible  for  the 
purchase  and  who  are  supposed  to  have 
divided  the  larger  part  of  the  money 
among  them.  The  paper  is  applauded 
for  its  course  and  while  the  authorities 
have  not  interfered  to  stop  the  exposure 
it  is  said  that  the  action  of  the  paper  is 
regarded  in  high  quarters  with  consid- 
erable aversion. 


BIDS  FOR  ORE  DOCKS. 


Nineteen  Received  ior  the  Iron  Range 
Road's  Big  New  Dock. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railroad 
yesterday  afternoon  received  19  bids  for 
building  its  new  ore  dock.  The  firms 
that  entered  into  competition  are  located 
in  every  part  of  the  country.  The  suc- 
cessful bidder  will  not  be  announced  for 
several  days. 

It  will  be  500  feet  long  and  will  in- 
crease the  dock  shipping  capacity  of  the 
road  to  about  i,joo,ooo  tons  of  ore  per 
year.  It  will  be  si/^  feet  high,  the 
highest  ore  dock  on  the  lakes  by  i  Yz  feet, 
and  will  cost  about  $175,000.  Some 
2,500,000  feet  of  timber  will  be  used  in 
its  construction.  The  dock  will  prob- 
ably be  lengthened  to  1000  feet  before  a 
second  year.

SEWER  ASvSE.VS.UE.NTS  AGAIN'. 
In  our  editorial  reference  Saturday  to 
the  prompt  and  judicious  action  of  Judge 
Ensign  in  shielding  the  interests  of  all 
Duluth  property  owners — whether  out  of 
the  state  or  in  it— by  nullitying  certain 
sewer  assessments  of  the  board  of  pub- 
lic works,  we  overlooked  the  fact  that 
the  late  chairman  of  the  board,  Mr.  Bun- 
nell, in  his  yearly  report  to  the  common 
council  suggested  the  importance  of  a 
plan  to  district  the  city,  and  thus  through 
direct  assessment  and  a  general  fund, 
anticipate  this  very  issue.s,  that  has  now 
reached  the  courts.  He  found  it  ditifi- 
cult  to  eliminate  this  contingent  trouble 
when  making  the  assessments,  and  want- 
ed the  co-operation  of  the  council  to 
justify  the  plan  of  a  general  fund. 

It  seems  to  us  that   before  any  further 
mistakes  are  made  it  would  be    well  for 
the  board  and  the  council  to  agree  upon 
an  ordinance  that  would  settle  the  agita- 
tion which  has  only  really  begun.    This 
might  be  done  by  assessing  a    fair   pro- 
portion   to    the    property    immediately 
benetitted,  putting  the  deficiency  into  a 
general  fund,  this  deficiency   to  be  met 
later  on    by  assessing    other    property, 
now  escaping,  as  it  becomes   benefitted. 
The    authorities   quoted   throw  much 
doubt  on  the  right  of  the  board  to  assess 
acre  property  for  sewer  outlets  and  ser- 
vice   unless    a    direct    benefit  is  estab- 
lished.     And  to  disregard  the  constitu- 
tional   force    of    this    issue  will   simply 
mean   more   iinnccessar>-  and  expensive 
litigation.      If  the  city  charter  does  not 
grant    the    right    to    do  what    has  been 
done,  as  the  district  court  decision  dis- 
tinctly announces,  and   the  board  and 
council   cannot   formulate  a  satisfactory 
plan   under  any  of  its  provisions,  then 
let  the  charter  be  amended  by  the  next 
legislature. 

This  seems  the  only  way  to  get  the 
city,  through  its  public  agents,  into  an 
easy,  equitable  and  pleasant  working 
condition.  It  would  put  a  stop  to  un- 
necessary litigation  and  avoid  contin- 
gent losses  through  contractors,  together 
with  other  expenses,  all  of  which  must 
surely  be  the  outcome  of  any  hasty 
effort  to  patch  up  the  present  trouble  for 
the  sake  of  a  temporary  expediency.  As 
the  conservator  of  public  and  individual 
rights.  The  Herald  believes  in  and  ad- 
jures the  board  to  accept  and  act  on 
Davy  Crockett's  contribution  to  the 
world's  fund  of  wisdom,  "Be  sure  you 
are  right,  then  go  ahead." 


R.AlLWAYS  FOR  1891. 

The  Railway  Age  for  the  current  week 
sums  up  the  railroad  building  for  the 
year  now  closing,  which,  considering  the 
dismal  outlook  last  spring,  is  highly  sat- 
isfactory. 

The  total  for  forty-three  states  and 
territories  is  4168.04  miles,  Connecticut, 
Delaware,  Mississippi  and  Nevada  show- 
ing no  increase.  The  longest  mileage 
built  in  any  one  state  is  260.06  in  Penn- 
sylvania. Georgia  follows  close  behind 
with  337.1);  Washington  with  228.15; 
South  Carolina,  212.31;;  New  York,  i«)8.i; 
X'irginia,  188.41;  Montana.  188;  West 
\irginia,  183.8;  Alabama,  179.24;  Ten- 
nessee, 171.02;  Ohio,  160.7;  Texas, 
'55-35;  Colorado,  152.59;  Louisi- 
ana, 1 5 1. 4;  California,  148.44;  Wis- 
consin, 148.56;  Michigan,  138.81; 
North  Carolina,  115.9.  and 

so  on  down  to  the  bottom  of  the  list, 
Minnesota  being  credited  with  104.3, 
North  Dakota  101.93,  South  Dakota 
54.72,  and  Iowa  28.41,  while  Kansas  has 
built  but  1.39,  The  total  mileage  of  the 
country  is  now  171,000. 

The  previous  five  years  were  .in  era  of 
quite  remarkable  railroad  development, 
and  very  little  was  predicted  for  the 
season  now  closed.  In  1887  12,878  miles 
of  track  were  lai^;  in  1888,  7066;  in  1889, 
5706;  and  in  1890,  5739.  The  number  of 
lines  making  extensions  this  year  is  249, 
thus  showing  a  very  general  activity  iha 
small  way  by  the  construction  of  feed- 
ers, only  a  few  main  lines  having  been 
built.  Much  of  the  activity  this 
•year  has  been  in  the  mineral  and 
manufacturing  districts  of  the  South,  the 
West  having  found  but  little  demand 
for  more  roads  or  extensions  until  the 
grain  crop  was  harvested.  The  coming 
season  is  likely  to  witness  more  rapid 
railroad  developments  in  the  Northwest- 
ern states,  and  it  is  not  improbable  that 
the  very  general  prosperity  of  the  coun- 
try will  result  in  a  likj  increase  of  mile- 
age elsewhere.  This,  in  turn,  means  a 
greater  demand  for  iron  and  cars,  and 
renewed  life  inmanv  industries.

Contrary  to  the   usual    experience   else- 
where of  newly  established   houses  that 
have    to  .conquer    an  already  occupied 
territory,    the    balance    sheets     for    the 
year  show  that   the   Duluth    Dry   Goods 
and  Duluth  Shoe  companies  have  made 
a  good  profit  on  a  remarkable  volume  of 
business.    The    older    wholesale  houses 
here  all  make  a    fine    showing    for    the 
year  and  without  exception  trot    in    the 
winning  class.

IN  SUPkEME  COURT. 

Important  Decisions  Handed  Down 
Yesterday;  The  Probate  Code. 
Judge  Mitchell  yesterday  reversed  the 
order  of  the  district  court  of  Ramsey 
county  ill  the  case  of  Stina  Johnson,  et. 
al.,  vs.  Lawrence  L.  Homson,  adminis- 
trator, thus  sustaining  constitutionality|of 
the  probate  code.  In  his  opinion  the 
judge  holds  as  follows: 

The  purposes  of  such  a  constitutional  provis- 
ion, th<>  mit-ehiefs  which  it  is  .lesigned  to  pro- 
vent,  and  the  fosis  U)  be  applied  to  <iet«rmiiio 
whether  a  law  is  reiinguant  to  it,  are  so  familiar 
and  have  Ihhmi  ho  oUirn  jjassed  uiH)n  by  this  and 
other  courts  that  they  need  only  bo  referred  to 
very  biieHy. 

The  |)iir|M>ses  are  two— first,  to  prevent  what 
IS  called  logrolling  logislatiim  «>r  omnibus  bills, 
by  which  a  iiunilwr  of  dilTerent  and  discon- 
nected subjects  are  unitoti  in  one  bill  and  then 
carried  through  by  a  combination  of  interests; 
8t>conil,  It  prevents  surprise  and  fraud  uptui 
the  po«n)le  ami  the  legislaturv  by  including  pro- 
visions in  a  bill  wliot*e  title  gives  no  iutiinution 
of  the  nature  of  the  pmiKised  legislatitm  orof 
the  uitere.sts  likely  to  be  affected  by  its  boooin- 
ing  a  law.  And  in  deciding  whether  an  act  is 
obnoxious  to  this  provisiyn  of  the  constitution, 
a  very  gotMl  test  to  apply  is  whether  it  is  within 
the  miscliiefs  intended  to  be  renimiied. 

Again,  while  this  provision  is  mandatory,  yet 
it  IS  to  bo  given  a  liberal  and  n<it  a  strict  inter- 
pretation. It  is  not  intended,  nor  should  it  be 
s»)  construed,  as  to  embarrass  legislation  by 
making  laws  unnecissarily  restrictive  in  their 
scope  and  operation,  or  by  multiplying  their 
nuuibor,  or  by  preventing  tho  legislature  from 
embracing  in  one  act  all  matters  projierly 
connecteil  with  one  general  subject. 
Ihe  tt>rin  "subject"  as  used  in  the 
constituticm  is  to  be  given  a  broad  and 
extended  meaning,  so  as  to  allow  the  legis- 
lature full  sct>pe  U>  include  in  one  act  all  mat- 
ters having  a  h>gical  or  natural  connection.  Tb 
o<mstitute  duplicity  of  subject  an  act  must  em- 
brace two  or  more  dissimilar  and  discordant 
subjects  that  by  no  fair  intendment  can  be  con- 
sidered as  having  any  legitimate  ctmnoction 
with  or  relation  to  each  other.    *    *    * 

The  connection  or  relationship  of  several  mat- 
tors  such  as  will  render  them  germane  to  one 
subject  and  to  each  other  can  b«  of  various 
kinds— as,  for  example,  of  means  to  ends,  of  dif- 
ferent subdivisions  of  the  same  subject,  or  that 
all  are  designe<l  for  tho  same  purpose,  or  that 
both  are  designated  by  the  same  term.  Neither 
IS  It  necessary  that  tho  coimoction  or  relation- 
ship should  be  h>gical ;  it  is  enough  that  the 
matters  are  connected  with  aud  related  to  a 
single  subject  in  popular  signification. 

Ihe  generality  of  the  title  of  an  act  is  no  ob- 
jection, provided  only  it  is  sulhciont  to  give 
notice  of  the  general  subject  of  the  propo.ied 
legislation  aud  of  tho  interests  likely  to  bo  af- 
fected. The  title  was  never  intended  to  be  an 
index  of  tho  law.  Tested  by  those  general  rules, 
we  are  of  opinion  that  the  "Probate  Code"  em- 
braces a  single  general  subject,  and  that  this 
subject  is  sutliciently  expressed  in  its  title. 

Syllabi  of  Other  Decisions. 

A  CORRECT.  JUDOMENT. 

Following  are  the  syllabi  of  other  decisions 
handed  down : 

I'atrick  Keiglier,  respondent,  vs.  Jolin  Dow- 
lau  etal.,  defendants;  Jamea  A.  F.  Dowlan  et 
al  ,  ap|)ellant8.  PlaintiflF  sued  three  persons  as 
joint  defendants,  alleging  (as  the  fact  was) 
that  thoy  were  partners.  Ho  proved  a  cause  of 
action  against  two  of  the  defondauts,  but  not 
against  the  third.  Held,  that  judgment  was 
properly  r.  ndered  against  the  two. 

Mitchell,  J. 

THE  law's  intent. 

Itobort  Crombie,  respondent,  vs.  William  H. 
Liittlo  et  al.,  appellants. 

The  act  of  March  .5,  IS-SS  (Comp.  St.  lS.i8,  p. 
480),  was  intended  to  make  both  the  foini  of 
process  and  the  manner  of  its  service  in  equity 
actions  conform  to  that  which  is  obtained  in 
other  civil  actions.  An  action  to  foreclose  a 
mortage  upon  real  estate  was  one,  the  subject  of 
which  is  real  property,  and  in  which  tho  relief 
demanded  consisted  partly  in  excluding  the  de- 
fendant from  any  interest  therein,  witliin  the 
meaning  of  the  fifth  subdivision  of  section  1, 
chapter  42,  Laws  18ft4,  providing  for  the  publi- 
cation of  summons. 

NO  DIVISION. 

Phillip  Reilly,  substituted  for  August  Jackson, 
respondent,  ts.  John  E.  Williams  et.  al.,  appel- 
lants. 

A  contractor  who,  upon  general  contract  with 
tho  owner,  Ii.is  cons^triicted  upon  ajutiguous  lots 
two  separate  buildings,  each  requiring  the  same 
amount  and  char-^cter  of  labor  and  material, 
after  being  paid  more  than  half  the  contract 
price,  released  one  of  tho  houses  and  lots  from 
his  hen  under  an  agreement  with  the  owner  that 
he  should  retain  a  lieu  on  the  other  for  the  bal- 
ance due  on  his  contract.  Held,  that  ho  could 
tilo  and  enforce  his  lien  on  the  remaining  house 
and  lot  for  the  entire  balance  duo  him  where 
there  were  no  third  parties  whose  interests  wore 
prejudicially  ailected  by  tho  release  of  tho  other 
house  and  lot.

".?''  ''IV''''"*^''  damages  were  to  be  paid.  Plaint- 
iHs  claim  that  up  to  tho  date  mentioned,  tho  de- 
fendant* failed  to  make  ro<piisition  and  remit 
for  nioro  than  304.S  copies,  and  they  therefore  al- 
lege damages.  A  demurrer  was  interposed  on 
the  ground  that  the  contract  was.  In  legal  par- 
lance, a  "nudum  pactum,"  and  that  an  action 
could  not  Iw  inaiutaine<l.  The  demurrer  is  over- 
ruled.

At  the  chamber  of  commerce  meeting 
today  there  was  a  larger  attendance  than 
usual  and  the  terminal,  forestry,  indus- 
trial and  Montreal  excursion  came  up. 

Secretary  Thompson  read  a  lot  oJ 
letters  and  it  appeared  that  the  autho- 
rities a*  Washington  were  being 
swamped  by  anti-forestry  petitions  from 
all  the  state.  Little  Ada  alone,  of  towns 
directly  affected,  was  undecideci. 

A  draft  of  the  articles  of  the  proposed 
industrial  union,  which  shall  aid  Hour 
manufacturing  and  jobbing  enterprises, 
was  read  and  the  president  urged  that 
the  stock  subscription  papers  be  circu- 
lated by  as  many  as  would  volunteer  to 
do  so  as  soon  as  mi^ht  be.  It  was  voted 
that  the  secretary  arrange  for  an  excur- 
sion from  Duluth  to  Montreal  early  in 
February. 

The   terminal  discussion  was  opened 
by  a  report  from  S.  A.  Thompson.  After 
recalling  the  former  report  of  the  com- 
mittee in  the  report  made  some  months 
ago  and    showing    that   so   large  a  pro- 
gram as  it  had  involved  must  of   neces- 
sity be  slow  in  arranging,  he  said:   "Per- 
sonal consultations  have  been  had  and 
correspondence  carried  on  with  the  rep- 
resentatives of  all  the  roads  now  running 
to  Duluth  and  of  some  which  may  come 
in  the  near  future.      The  officials  of  all 
have    expressed    their  approval  of    the 
fundamental    idea  of    the    report  above 
referred  to,  and  stated  their  willingness 
to   consider   the    question     of    entering 
upon      the     formation     of     a     general 
terminal      system      which    should    in- 
clude all   the    roads,    if    desirable,    but 
which  should  in  any  event    be  open  on 
equal  terms  to  all.     So   large   a   propor- 
tion of    the    territory  best    adapted    for 
termmal   uses   is   in  the  hands  of  the  St. 
Paul  &    Duluth    and    Northern    Pacific 
railroads  that  it  wxis    essential  that  they 
should  take  the  lead  in  the  matter.     Ac- 
cording   to    the    statements  made,  both 
verbally  and    in  writing   by  the  officials 
of  both  the  roads,  work  has  been   steadi- 
ly progressing  upon  the  plan  for  months. 
The    attorneys   have   been    at  work  un- 
raveling   legal    complications;    general 
managers  have  been  at  work  upon  the 
details,  and  engineers  have  been  making 
an  elaborate  survey  so  that    the   proper- 
ties necessary  can  be  turned  over  to  the 
Union    Depot    &      Transfer     company 
for     operation     and      the      appraisals 
of    value    can    be    made     upon    which 
the    charges    to     other    roads    for    the 
use  of  the  same  will  be  based.     Most  of 
this  preliminary  work    is    now    finished 
and  greater  apparent   progress   can   be 
made  within  the  next   few    weeks    than 
has  appeared  during  as  many  months  in 
the   past.    The    properties  of    the    two 
roads  named  are  so  great  in   extent  and 
so  admirably  located  that  so    far    as  the 
territory    is    concerned     running     from 
Fond  du    Lac    to    Chester    Creek    and 
down  along  Rices  Point,    that  while  the 
co-operation  of  other  roads  is    desirable, 
it  is  not  essential,  and  it   is    therefore  as 
certain  as  anything    human  can  be,  that 
within  the  territory  above    mentioned,  a 
short  time  will  see  in    operation    a    ter- 
minal and   transfer    system   which    will 
leave  nothiog  to  be  desired." 

Speaking  of  .Minnesota  Point  the  re- 
port says  that  both  roads  have  been  led 
to  so  change  their  views  that  they  have 
stated  that,  with  means  of  communica- 
tion provided,  they  would  put  tracks 
there  as  soon  as  any  business  developed. 
The  report  adds:  "If  the  presidents  and 
general  managers  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Du- 
luth and  Northern  Pacific  roads  are  to  be 
believed,  they  have  nearly  readv  for  sub- 
mission to  the  other  roads  and  to  the 
city  a  carefully  worked  out  terminal  and 
transfer  scheme,  which  will  be  one  of  the 
ver>-  best  in  existence." 

Major  Hoover  wanted  to  know  what 
could  be  done  to  give  the  .^'esaba  road 
ore  dock  facilities  and  a  way  to  get  to 
the  water  front  that  wouldn't  cost  enough 
to  drive  it  away,  and  a  special  committee 
was  appointed  to  interview  President 
Chase  and  bring  him  into  connection 
witn  the  terminal  people.  Mr.  Baldwin 
thought  Minnesota  Point  had  been  left 
in  the  cold,  which  Committeeman  Long 
resented,  and  Mr.  .Mitchell,  much  as  he 
believed  in  Minnesota  Point,  didn't  ex- 
actly agree  with  Mr.  Baldwin  in  his  way 
of  pushing  its  claims  just  now.

WOULD  RATHER  NOT. 


The  Council  Turns  Over  Motor  Line  Com- 
plaints to  the  Board  of  Works. 

At  the  council  last  night  there  was  a 
protest  by  the  Columbia  Investment 
company,  which  had  bought  some  prop- 
erty on  Clover  Hill,  against  the  change 
in  route  of  the  Motor  line  and  the  new 
street  from  Massachusetts  avenue  north- 
ward. The  aldermen  didn't  want  to  mix 
up  in  the  affair,  so  referred  it  all  to  the 
board  of  works,  which  already  has  one 
petition  on  the  subject  before  it.  Resi- 
dents out  in  Woodland  got  a  special 
voting  precinct— the  second  of  the  sec- 
ond— notwithstanding  that  Alderman 
Long  thought  it  illegal  and  Alderman 
Kennedy  said  it  would  be  cheaper  to 
pay  street  car  fare  for  all  of  them  and 
oring  them  to  town  to  vote. 

The  Duluth  Roller  mill  presented  its 
long  delayed  petition  for  vacation  of  the 
"dead  end"  of  Seventh  avenue  west,  so 
it  could  build  an  elevator  preparatory  to 
enlarging  the  mill  to  800  or  1000  barrels 
daily.  Other  owners  joined  in  the  re- 
quest, which  was  referred  and  will  be 
panted.  The  dray  stand  ordinance  was 
passed,  also  the  health  amendme^it, 
which  makes  it  a  Misdemeanor  for 
parent,  guardian,  principal  or  teacher  to 
allow  a  pupil  to  attend  school  when  it  is 
known  that  any  member  of  the  pupil's 
household  is  afflicted  with  contagious 
disease.  The  west  end  watering  trough 
was  located  on  Piedmont,  between 
Eighth  and  Ninth  west.  Estimates  to 
contractors,  amounting  to  J5000,  were 
allowed. 

The  city  engineer  wanted  some  way 
other  than  that  of  due  bills  of  paying 
employes  who  left  his  service  between 
pay  days.  He  thought  the  present  sys- 
tem caused  loss,  as  employes  often 
ca.shed  time  checks  at  a  heavv  discount. 


Just  What  Lumbermen  Wanted. 
A  heavy    fall  of    snow  yesterday    was 

{'ust  what  lumbermen  wanted  to  allow 
lauling  in  the  woods.  There  are  vast 
quantities  of  logs  already  skidded  and  as 
vet  absolutely  no  hauling  has  been  done. 
Irhis  week  will  see  it  in  general  practise 
in  all  the  Duluth  district.  Today 
scores  of  teams  are  being  taken  out 
to  the  camps  in  every  direction.  There 
are  now  on  skids  in  the  district  probably 
150,000,000  feet  of  logs.

The  Howard  boys,  executors  of  the 
estate  of  the  late  Senator  Howard,  have 
decided  to  build  a  handsome  3-story 
business  block  on  East  Michigan  street 
to  cost  $20,000.

The  full  text  of  the  official  report  of 
Capt.  W.  L.  Fisk,  of  Duluth,  in  charge 
of  Lake  Superior  harbors,  which  has  just 
beeii  issued,  contains  a  good  many  inter- 
esting facts  for  the  cities  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes,  as  well  as  for  those  less  fortu- 
nate burgs  that  are  scattered  from  Du- 
luth to  the  Sault. 

In  his  reference  to  Duluth  harbor,  he 
says  that  there  are  under  consideration 
now  sevcr.il  works;  of  these  the  improve- 
ment of  the  canal,  as  soon  as  it  becomes 
government  property,  is  the  most  expen- 
sive, being  estimated  at  a  cost 
of  $^,345,843.  The  entire  dredged 
areas  of  the  harbor  will  re- 
quire deepening  to  20  teet  as  soon  as 
this  depth  is  secured  in  connecting  chan- 
nels. The  area  of  the  harbor  should  be 
enlarged  $75,000  worth  the  coming  year. 
The  channel  along  the  east  side  of  Rice's 
Point  should  be  widened  to  400  feet  and 
$100,000  could  be  planted  here  advant- 
ageously in  i8q2.  The  St.  Louis  river 
has  a  depth,  above  Grassy  Point,  of  over 
10  feet  for  several  miles  and  of  eight 
feet  to  Fond  du  Lac.  The  river 
should  be  improved  before  the 
full  use  of  the  water  power 
can  be  made.  No  estimates  of  cost  have 
been  made  for  this  work.  A  resume  of 
recommendations  for  next  year  is  as  fol- 
lows:

There  have  been  spent  on  Duluth  har- 
bor to  date  $6^2,299.  of  which  $110,000 
went  to  the  bursted  breakwater. 

For  Superior  harbor  Capt.  Fisk  recom- 
mends the  expenditure  of  §175,500,  of 
which,  the  old  channel  in  Superior  bav 
wants  $50,000:  the  mouth  ot 
the  Nemadji,  for  log  tugs,  $5000; 
the  dock  line  channel  in  front  of  West 
Superior  $7;,ooo,  the  extension  of  the 
Wisconsin  shore  channel  pier  and  the 
repairing  of  both  piers  $45,500.  There 
has  been  spent  on  Superior  harbor  $57|;,- 
884.  An  ultimate  depth  of  20  feet  will 
probably  be  required  in  the  harbor. 

At  Grand  Marais,  Minn.,  a  500  foot 
breakwater  extension  is  recommended 
and  dredging  to  a  total  of  $104,000,  total 
$154,000.  At  Agate  bay  a  qoo  foot  break- 
water on  the  west  side  is  recommended 
to  be  built  next  year,  to  cost  $135,000, 
On  the  east  breakwater  250  feet  more 
are  needed.  There  is  recommended  for 
Ashland:  For  dredging,  $93,500;  for 
breakwater  extension,  2320  feet,  $70,000; 
for  repairs,  $24,000;  total,  $187,500;  of 
which  $100,000  can  be  spent  next  year. 
For  Ontonagon,  $30,600  is  wanted.  For 
Marquette,  $107,800  is  wanted  for  pier 
extension,  $100,000  for  concrete,  and  $15,- 
000  for  repairs;  total,  $222,800.  For  har- 
bor of  refuge  at  Grand  Marais, Mich., 
$218,750  is  needed,  about  half  the  coming 
year. 

The  report  also  deals  with  the  pro- 
posed improvement  of  Allouez  river  and 
the  new  Duluth  dock  lines. 


NF:XT  YEAR'S  WORK. 


What  the  Street  Railway  Company 
Will  Probably  Do  iu  1892. 

It  is  not  definitely  given  out,  but  the 
Street  Railway  company  will  probably 
during  the  coming  season  extend  its 
East  Fourth  street  line  from  Sixth  ave- 
nue to  Seventli  avenue  west,  a  distance 
of  1 1  blocks,  and  to  a  connection  with 
the  Incline.  The  establishment  of  In- 
cline stations  at  Fourth  street  and  at  the 
alley  above  Fourth  street,  a  direct  con- 
neation  with  the  flattened  lands  at  the 
east  end,  a  way,  though  round  about,  of 
getting  up  the  steeper  hill  at  the  central 
part  of  the  city,  will  all  result  from  this 
improvement,  which  will  probably  pay 
well  and  is  certainly  needed. 

It  is  not  probable  that  the  Lakeside 
line  will  be  running  during  the  year.  The 
idea  of  using  Bench  street  was  definitely 
given  up  six  months  ago  and  the  im- 
provement of  Jefferson,  undertaken 
especially  for  street  cars,  is  not  far 
enough  along  to  warrant  building  the 
line  for  a  year.  Nearly  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  will  be  added  to  the  motor  line 
at  its  northern  end,  the  Motor  company 
guaranteeing  the  street  railway  folks 
against  any  loss  in  operation.  A  mile  or 
two  of  line  will  be  built  at  the  head  of 
the  Incline. 

The  500  horse  power  at  the  electric 
power  house  will  be  trebled,  the  com- 
pany being  in  the  market  now  for  a  1000 
horse-power  engine,  which  will  probably 
be  built  either  by  the  Iron  Bay  works, 
the  Marinette  company  or  the  E.  P. 
Allis  company.  There  will  be  a  pretty 
geheral  overhauling  of  the  railway  line 
in  the  west  end,  which  is  in  bad  order.

Another  of  the  Many  Land  Title  Cases 
Definitely  Settled. 

The  supreme  court  yesterday  hTinded 
down  an  opinion  in  the  case  of  R.  Crom- 
bie,  respondent,  vs.  Wm.  H.  Little,  ap- 
pellant, in  which  it  afSrined  the  opinion 
of  Judge  Stearns,  made  some  time  ago. 
It  was  a  decision  made  entirely  on 
the  merits  of  the  case  and  settles  the 
title  of  160  acres  of  Highland  park  at  the 
east  end  of  the  citv  and  valued  easily  at 
$400,000.  This  title  was  called  into  ques- 
tion by  Wm.  H.  Little  by  his  attorney  J.
